President’s (Sir T. Vij.iy.ercghav.aclicrayr.'s) Speech. 

I liavc crc.at jde.isure in rveleomimr you to thif — the 2‘ltli meeting of 
the Indian Centr.d Cotton Committee and my pkvure is all the moic 
keen because 1 v.aa not able to meet you at the two jirevious mectintri . 

My ftr^t duty is a e.ad one, vir, , to inform you of the recent death of 
one of our member, s — Rao B.ahadur K. J. Dt'-limtikh— wlio joined the 
Committee in 1927 as rcpresent.-tive of the ginning industry in the 
Centr.al Provinces and Bcr.'.r. The late Rao BahadiU" w.^s comidcred 
one of tlie mod jirogrescive .agriculturists in Berar and the mceess of 
the Ivliamg.ion Taluk Association, of winch he w.rs an original membei, 
is maudy due to the time and cnthusiaMu he devoted to its norldng and 
Ids gre.at belief in co-ojicr.ition e.mong.st the growers. f!ome of the 
success which the Agricultural Dcpartment’.s lecent cotton .sclection- 
Venrm — ^li.as Imd in tlie Biildana District of Berar must also bo credited 
to him. 

In his address to the meeting in July of tliis year, tlie f'liainnan— Sir 
Joscjih Kay — deplored the r.cverancc from the Committee of one of its 
oldest memhers, Sir Piirsliot.amdas Tliakiudas, and he voiced the feelings 
of all when ho Jiopcd Sir Purshotamdas Tiiaktirdas’ absence would be 
temporary only. 1 am .sure you will all rejoice witli me at tlio fiillilment 
of that liopc .since Sir Pur.shotamdas Tliakurdas has hcen renominated 
to the Committee, though unfortiuiatclv, owing to his duties in London, 
he finds it impossible to be present to day. M'c liavc at tliis meeting to 
deplore the loss to the Committee of a mo>it ostocracd and valuable 
member but wlro, sve trust, will also find Idmsclf back witli us in the near 
future. Mr. Ellis J ones was one of the original members of the Com- 
mittee and for ten years has not spared Ivimself in helping forward its woi k. 
Since the beginning lie has figured prominently on cvciy Sub-Committee 
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and for two years performed tlic arrlnous duties of Vice-President. Few 
racmFers are aware of tlie amount of work whick Mr. Ellis Jones kas put 
in for tke Tecknological Laboratory. Every sample of cotton received 
since tke Laboratory started work kas been graded by kira and bis 
report kas appeared in every Spinning Report. Tkougk he is not at 
present a member of the Committee, ke kas of kis own aceord agreed to 
carry on this work in order that continuity may be preserved. I wish 
to acknowledge tke high debt which tke Committee owes to Mr. Ellis 
Jones ; we shall welcome kis return. 

Our agenda, tkougk not as long as usual, contains some subjects as 
important as have ever been before the Committee. At oxu’ July 
meeting, we considered a note prepared by the Secretary on the research 
work in progress and a tentative programme for the next five years. 
This note was circulated to all Trade Associations in India and to many 
individuals and their views solicited. Though replies have not been 
received from all to whom the pamphlet was sent, several very in- 
teresting and thoughtful comments and criticisms have been received and 
it is our duty at this meeting to study them. I am sure we shall find 
them of the greatest use in helping us to come to a dccisionregarding our 
future policy and I wish to thank those indixdduals and associations, 
who replied, for the trouble they have taken to give us their views. 

I xvish at this stage to remove a misappreliension which is all too 
common and which has again come prominently to the fore with the 
circulation of the above mentioned pamphlet, ^'iz,, that the Central 
Cotton Committee is responsible for the cotton work and policy in the 
Provinces. It cannot be too sufficiently emphasised that the work of 
improvement in cotton, as in other crops, as the duty of the several 
Agricultural Departments in India and all the Committee does is to 
supplement that work especially by supplying funds for the provision 
of staff and equipment to carry out specific investigations which the 
Provinces are not in a position to carry out themselves. Eor does the 
Committee lay down a policy for the Provinces to follow. Owing to its 
representative character the Committee is, I venture to claim, eminently 
qualified to advise provincial authorities in regard to cotton matters 
and can fortify its advice by financial assistance. But it does not 
possess, and indeed has never sought, the authority to carry out a policy 
for cotton improvement in India. That is the function of the Agricul- 
tural Department. 

The chief problem which will engage our attention is — what types of 
cotton should be grown in India ? Nearly all recent improvement in 
Indian cottons has been in the direction of increased length of staple 
and higher counts and research workers have been trying, some with 
considerable success, to combine the high outturn of the short- staple 
types with the staple length of the finer Indian varieties. From the 
growers’ point of view, which is shared by every one who has the growers’ 
interests at heart, the cotton recommended should be the one which 
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gives the highest net monetary retxirn. Tiiere can he no donht iliat 
the improved longer staple cottons, vrliicli arc being distributed at 
present, do give the grower an increased income, but whetlicr tins will 
continue if a large part of the short staple crop is replaced by cottons 
wMch spin from IG’s to 30’s is another matter. There is undoubtedly 
an increasing demand for long staple cotton by the Iiulian mills which 
would find it to their interest to obtain it at their doors rather than have 
to import it. India can, and I w-ish to emphasise the word can, India 
can grow enough of 30's and lO’s cottons for her present mill require- 
ments, but will the premium paid be sufficient to compensate the grower 
for the loss in outturn and ginning percentage which he is almost boiind 
to srrifer 1 To quote an example, the grower of the unimproved Gaorani 
must receive a premimn of about Rs. 50 a candy if it is to be worth wliilc 
growing in preference to the shorter staple A’ f^/cc/ unis, Sind is capable 
of growing long st.aplc cotton of the Eg 3 q)tian tyqic but as far as can be 
seen at present it will not pay the grower unless it fetches a much higher 
price than is likely to be paid for it. It need not be thought that India 
cannot and docs not produce cottons cap, able of spinning high counts, 
for it has been found at the Technological Laboratory’ that several 
Indian cottons when combed are suited for the high counts for which much 
American and Egyptian cotton is unported. Trials are still in progress 
and the results when available may show tliat sevcr.il of the c.visting 
improved varieties of Indian cottons arc capable of talcing tlie place of 
all but the very finest of Egj-ptians. Eor is it only a question of fore- 
casting the needs of Indian mills and of prophesying the lines on which 
the great Indian textile industry will develop. The relative prices for 
long and sliort stapled cottons depend very largely on the c.xport demand 
for the latter. How far can we depend on the demand of foreign 
countries for short staple cotton in future 1 

The subject then on which Directors of Agriculture and those res- 
ponsible for policy would like to havej’our views may’ be summarised 
as follows ; — 

(1) India is capable of growing its ow’ii present mill requirements 

of long staple cotton but will it pay the grower in every’ 
case ? 

(2) If staple cotton replaces the short staple varieties at present 

grown, what effect will that have on the price of the two 
commodities 1 

These are the two big problems to be considered. I am aw’.are that the 
Committee has already’ considered them with reference to the type of 
cotton that should be grown in Sind and the verdict arrived at was that 
the Agricultural Department should recommend the varieties which 
give the highest return to the grower. I am sure the same decision will 
be arrived at, but it is necessary to take a long-sighted view because if 
short staple cotton becomes scarce, it may pay the grower better tlran 
the longer-stapled varieties and the effect of placing on to the world’s 
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mar]j:cts, sa^, an extra three million bales of cotton avJucIi can be used in 
place of Middling American, requires careful consideration. 

Another question for discussion is that of publicitj* and propaganda 
bj the Committee. At the last meeting the Committee adopted a report 
of the Local Sub-Committee one item of whicli was tliat Directors of 
Agriculture should be asked to submit proj)osals for the extension of 
publicity and propaganda with regard to the Committee's work in the 
Provinces and to indicate in what manner and to what extent the 
assistance of the Committee could be most prolitabh' utilised in such 
work. Eeplies have been received from all Directors of Agi-iculturo 
and the Committee will have to decide what action should be taken on 
them. 

Another verj* important subject for discussion is the polic}' which the 
Committee wishes to be followed at the Indore Institute of Plant 
Industry. It will be remembered that this subject also came u]) at the 
last meeting but discussion was postponed to enable the new Director 
— i\Ir. Jackson — to become acquainted with tlie work and to give the 
Committee an opportunity of hearing his \-iews on tlie subject. 

One of our members has introduced into the Central Provinces Legis- 
lative Council a Bill for the purpose of organising ojren regulated cotton 
markets in the Central Pronnees on the lines of those in Bcrar. The 
Committee has always given its support to every ciiort nradc to supply 
the grower of cotton with a market in the management of which ho has 
some say, and I am sure you will not witlrlrold your support in this 
instance. 

Last 3'oar, _vou sanctioned funds to permit of three investig.ations being 
c.anied out into the cticct of pools of ginning and pressing factories on 
the price paid to the grower for his luoduce. The Local Covernments 
of the Central Pror'iuces, Bombay and Ajmcr-iilerwara agreed to carrr* 
out these enquiries and reports have now been received from them and 
arc before 3-011 for decision what action should be recommended. 

The usual reports of the Agricultimd Rcse.arch Rul)-Committee, the 
Technologieal llescarcli SuleComniittee and the Standing Pinance Sulv 
Committee are included on the agenda, as well ns a summnr3- of the 
Proceedings of the Local SuleComniiltcc which has dealt with all mattcis 
unconnected with finance since the hast meeting of the Coininittee. The 
Budget prepared bv the Standing Finance Sul>- Committee is liable to 
amendment as a result of 3'our decidons on the Reports of the Agricul- 
tural and the Technological Research Siili-Coinmittocs. Tlie rejmrt of 
the Standing Finance Sub-Committee .‘-how.s vou the action taken 1)3' it 
since the last meeting.

Several of the growers’ representatives were oppor.cd to the Com- 
mittee interfering with the variety of cotton that the cultiv.ators sliould 
grow, but it was pointed out that Pulichai was a cotton foreign to the 
Tinnevelly District and was grown merely for the sake of adulteration. 
The effect on the general level of prices for Tinncvollj' cotton, if no check 
were put on the growth of Pulichai, would be disastrous to the cotton 
growers of the wliole tract. Tlie principle of tlie Bill was approvecl 
jirovidcd legislation was confined to dealing with Pulichai cotton only.

The Vice-President said: ‘ 'With your permission, Sir, I would like to 
speak at the opening of the {lisciission on our “past work and future 
policy” because I think if we deal first with the criticisms wliich wc have 
received on our past several years’ efforts it will facilitate I7iatter,s wlien 
we come to formulate our policy for the future, and ns 1‘ice- President of 
the Committee — and, perhaps, one of its obtest members — it falls to my 
lot to defend the policy which wc have worl;ed, with, I submit, some 
great measure of s7iccess — and to explain, in so far as I can, the reasons 
wlu', in one or two cases, we have not been able to achieve results such 
as alt of us would deefre. 

Let me in the first place say that, as most of you know, it was decided 
at the last meeting to print anddistrihute to all interested the nhIe“N'ofe” 
prepared hy tlie Secretary so that we might have the views of any in- 
dividual or association interested in the improveiiieut of Indian cotton 
to help us in the light of their expeiieiice and our own to put our future 
policy on as sound a basis .as possible. Nearly ‘J.ntKl copies of tin's 
pamphlet were distrihuted and so far only some fen re])lie-i liave been 
received. I am sure it must be a source of disappointment to members, 
ns it is to me, that so little apparent jiiterest is taken in our work, but 
maybe the fault, to some extent, is our own owing to our not Jmving 
kept the public better informed of our doiiig.s- but on this 1 sliail have 
more to say when we come to discu'-s publicity ami jirojiaganda. 

Now Sir, we caii, I think, consider very fair on I lie wliole tlie criticisms 
we liave receivctl and we have r-rtainlv received heljdul sugge.stions for 
th(‘ future, wliich I leave for dbcus.sion by members later, mid it is grati- 
fying to find that the work of our ScientLst.s and .Agricultural Officers is

World M'ar hi’< heen equally phenomenal.” 

In an Animal Review on the world', ctiltoii sitn.ition in I'.Kil I’m- 
fcssor .T, A. Todd st.itcd “Thus on the low !.ide tlm Indian cro)), once 
regarded as far helow .Vmerican in <iu.ilily, lies liecii st) ufeally imjiroved 
in the la.st 20 yc.irs th.U the In-st of it is now lietter than a larue ]i.irl of 
the Amcric.iii crop. India now jiioduct's at le.e.t 11 million hah s (or 
nearly one-third of her total crop) wliich is of stajile nml above, 
whereas in lli2tl America jiroduccd nearly 0 million hale-, (or 20 per cent 
of her crop) which was helow And this improvement of the Indian 
crop is going on .steadily.’’ 

1 want next to dcid briefly with the progrc.ss made in regaid to the 
size of the crop. 

The .average crop in the first five years of this century was 0,003, 000 
balc.s grown in an area of 18 million acics ; the average for the next five 
years w'as •i,41.!,000 hales ohtaiiied from 211 million acre.s ; from 1011 
to 191G the average was 4 ,8 It) ,000 bales from 22;J million acres; from 
191G to 1921 the average was 4,7.92,000 bale.s from 221 million acres ; 
from 1921 to 192G the average was 0,324,000 bales from 23J million acres. 
The 192G-31 average was 0,340,000 bales from 2.').j million acres. In 
other words there has been an average increase during the last ten years 
of a little over 11 million bales from an increased area 'of 2^ million acres. 
Even more significant is the average jdold of lint jier iicre during the 
decade. The average for tlic five years ending 1 921 was 84 Ihs. per iicrc 
while the yield for the five years ending 1931 averaged 100 Ihs. The 
figure.s of j’icld given above are the Commerci.'d Crop and liavc been, 
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worked out 1}}^ adding together the exports, the mill eonsum23tion and 
the village eonsumption. These figures ai)pcar to me to prove quite 
conclusively that the Indian grower is obtaining higher jdelds either 
from improved seed, or by adopting better methods of agriculture. 

On the legislative side of our work it is pleasing to see that the Cotton 
Transport Act and the Bomba}’' Marketing Bill have met with general 
approval, but the Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act comes in 
for severe critieism from the Trade, which is a little surprising, as the 
Trade asked for the legislation and it was intended that the Trade should 
work it. This Act was passed by the Legislative Assembly at the request 
of this Committee for the purpose of marking bales so that the many 
abuses which up to that time were so prevalent in Indian cotton could be 
traced back to their perpetrators. One item in the terms of reference 
given to the Indian Cotton Conunittee in 1917 read “and by the pre- 
vention of the harmful practices of adulteration and damping which 
have done so much in the past to lower the reputation of Indian cotton.” 
The two opening sentences of paragraph 214 of the Eeport of the same 
Committee contain the following ominous words : — 

“The condition in which Indian cotton is placed on the market as the 
result of the practices of adulteration, mixing and damping has 
made it a by-v ord in certain markets almost throughout the lustory 
of the British connection with India, The question of restoring its 
reputation by the prevention of these malpractices is one to which 
we have given the most serious consideration.” 

None will disagree vith me when I say that adulteration and mixing 
were rampant in India before tlie passing of the Cotton Ginning and 
Pressing Factories Act and the Cotton Transport Act. the one being com- 
plementary to the other. This is easily proved by the fact that in 1925 
we had a good number of complaints from the International Federation 
of Master Cotton Spinners and also tlic Bremen Cotton Ex'cliangc jroint- 
ing out to us the serious complaints they were receiving from several 
countries about the great number of badly packed and mixed bales they 
were receiving, and they referred to the large quantity of broken seed, 
shells, string and jute which were contained in these bales. Mliat 
has the Act done to improve the way in which Indian cotton comes on 
the world’s markets ? Except for a few straj’ cases of bales having cut 
seed and oil stains, not one case of false packing has been reported to the 
Committee from abroad since the marking of bales was made compulsory. 
Surely this in itself is sufficient justification for the passing of the Act. 

I have heard many severe strictures on the Act from members of the 
trade who feel it a handicap. Wren the Bill was before the Legislative 
Assembly in 1924, the Hon’ble Sir Charles innes in introducing it, said : 
“It may be said that this is just the sort of abuse which the trade may be 
be left to deal vith b}’ themselves. On that point the Indian Cotton 
Committee definitelj’ reported that the trade unaided could not deal 
vdth the abuse. They further said that legislation should be nndcrtakcu 



to enable tbe trade to deal with tliesc malpractices and abuses. They 
made various suggestions as to the restrictions which shoidd be put on 
Cotton Ginneries and Cotton Presses, and they made a further proposal 
that those restrictions should be made effective by a system of licens- 
ing of Ginneries and Presses in India.” It was control of the trade by 
the trade through the trade. If, as has been stated, the Act is not work- 
ing satisfactorily, it can onlj' be the trade which is at fault. The number 
of cases reported of incorrectly marked bales, or of failure to mark bales, 
has been so few lecentty that the Committee can only srumise that the 
Act has been working smoothly. A circular letter issued to all Trade 
Associations in India this year regarding the marking of bales elicited 
practically nothing but satisfactory replies. In addition to showing 
the changes which have taken place, it is interesting to notice that at the 
International Cotton Congress held in Paris this j^ear Mr. Joseph Wild 
of England made the following statement: — “I think as we have no other 
definite complaints to make against Indian cotton, it would be a suitable 
opportunity for us to express to the Indian Central Cotton Committee 
and to the Indian Government our satisfaction with the measures that 
are being taken to deal with the various problems in the production 
of raw cotton and the handling thereof. I think a resolution to this 
effect should be drawn up, and submitted to this Congress.” This was 
agreed to. 

I agree that the Act should be tightened up, but to repeal it, as has 
been suggested, will be the greatest blow to all concerned with the cotton 
industry in India. One method of tightening up this piece of legislation 
is to obtain greater control over all Ginneries and Presses by a system of 
licensing which this Committee suggested in the first place to the 
Government of India. If the Indian Central Cotton Committee takes 
this matter up with the Government of India, will the trade give its full 
support to enable the necessary legislation to be carried through the 
Assembl}^ 1 Presumbly they will, for, if, as has been asserted, the Act is 
not worldng satisfactorily, they will want greater control, for I cannot 
believe that they wish to revert to the conditions of ten years ago. It 
must be borne in mind that the Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories 
Act cannot be divorced fi'om the Cotton Transport Act, as the one is 
essential to the other. 

I think. Sir, that deals with the many points raised in the replies we 
received on our past work and I leave it to you, gentlemen, now to dis- 
cuss matters such as “Should long staple cotton be grown in a short 
staple area” and the other suggestions which have been made, so that 
we may, so far as is possible, confine our efforts to the right direction.” 

Mr. Saklatvala said he was speaking in a dual capacity, first as a 
member of the Indian Central Cotton Committee who had represented the 
Bombay Millowners’ Association from 1923, and secondly as a consumer. 
From the various criticisms that had been received it was clear to him 
that people put too much stress on the fact that the quality of cottpn

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price depended on tire loss percentage of tlie cotton. He considered 
tkat side ky side witk its scientific work, tke Coniniittee should take in 
hand this aspect of the question and ad^^so the growers as to tlie best 
time to pick, etc. The Committee might also consider an investigation 
into the best methods of storing kapas. The grower was ignorant and 
ilb’terate and thought the more dirt he got into his cotton the more 
money he would make. This kind of work would be appreciated greatly 
by the trade and b}- the eonsumers. He said he would like to go a step 
further and compel ginners to instal openers for cleaning kapas. This 
would improve the quality of Indian cotton immensely. At present 
many varieties fetched very low prices because of their leafiness and the 
consumer would pay relatively much higher prices for less leafy cottons. 
If Umri cotton could show .3-4 per cent less loss it would fetch much 
more than a proportionately higher price. 

Mr. Flymen prefixed his remarks by reading that part of the Pre.si- 
dent’s opening address which dealt with the differentiation between the 
work of the Committee and that of the Agricultrvral Department. He 
said that the principle seemed to be accepted that it was the work of the 
Agricultural Department to develop a cotton policy. A policy should 
be based on a long-sighted ww of the trade and he thought the Com- 
mittee was in a much bettor position in that respect than to allow the 
Agricultural Departments to lay down a policy for themselves. The 
Bombay Chamber of Commerce had stated in their note that certain 
varieties of cotton had deteriorated. He wished to know how they had 
deteriorated — in quality, jdeld or staple. In the Central Provinces and 
Berar there was an area of nearly 6,000,000 acres imder cotton with an 
outtmn of roughly 1,000,000 bales. He asked how much of tliis area 
should be put under Venm, Rosctim and ordinary Omnras. If they 
were guided by the Central Cotton Committee it w'ould be possible to 
control the purity by seed distribution schemes. If they continued 
with Yerim they might reach a peak where its relative price would fall. 
Should the Agricultural Department encourage Verum cotton up to 
half the available area or in what proportion should it be distributed ? 
The question of improved varieties he would leave to Jlr. Mahta who 
would describe the cottons under development at the present moment. 
Another point which struck him was, did the trade want Bani /? Did 
the Committee think that the Department should go on with it ? One 
suggestion wastotheefieetthattheCommittee should pay more attention 
to wilt and rool-rot. A considerable amount of mortality took place 
this year amongst young seedlings and it was diffierdt to say what the 
reason was, but it was probably due to flooding. Eegarding the com- 
plaints about sample.s of Ycruvi cotton, he said the Department had 
means of tracing bad lots back by means of the Cotton Ginning and 
Pressing Factories Act. If the Department were to receive complaints 
they would be looked into. Last year one such complaint had been 
received and on investigation it was found that the so-called Verum 
was not Verum cotton at all. The Agricultural Department was in a

Hr. Voncsch said the Committee hid nveivcil very few criticisms and

covered In this case the Committee had not rested thoie for it had 
tmanced a scheme to study this problem Alost cotton prohlenis had 
to he dealt with like tin.. Tlioic was foi example, tlie cjuestion of } leld. 
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Tlip. immediate action necessary was the production of higli yielding 
varieties, but the whole question qf what factor determined yield and 
how these could be influenced required investigation, and this would 
take time. Similarly the question of leafiness in cotton had been 
mentioned in the debate. The immediate remedy was clean picking, 
but the ultimate .solution was probably one for the plant breeder, in 
producing a tjq)e of cotton in which the bracteoles did not get mixed 
up with the lint. The Indian Central Cotton Committee should there- 
fore concern itself with fundamental investigations as well as finding 
immediate remedies. 

Rao Bahadur Bhimbhai Ranchodji Naik said he was not capable of 
passing any remarks on the opinions of the trade associations. He 
agreed with Messrs. Jenkins and Collins that in the past sufficient time 
and attention had not been devoted by the Committee to tlie question 
of improving yields. The Vice-President liad stated that there had 
been a big increase in yield over the last tlnrty years. He was not 
prepared to say that tliat increase was due to improvements by the 
Agricultural Departments. He did not tliink it required any .special 
endeavour because when cotton growing paid tlie growers thej’ worked 
harder to got hotter yields. He wished to suggest to the Departments 
of Agriculture that tlicy should devote more time to increasing the yields 
of the cultivators’ crops. India was much beliind in the matter of jneld 
compared with other countries. He considered it was in tlie interests of 
the cultivators that they should take up the cultivation of long staple 
cottons, but the spinners must pay a sufficient premiuni. TJie growci's 
of 1027 were not getting a proper price and he considered the trade 
.should pay this. The aim of the Indian Central Cotton Committee was 
to benefit the grower and therefore whatever kind of cotton the grower 
toolc up the Committee should sec that he was fully compensated. He 
considered that tlie Indian mills sliould be self-contained and it wast he 
duty of the Committee to push those qualities which were now being 
imported, with this condition that tlic growers shoidd get a proper 
premium. As a grower his onlj'' request was that the Committee should 
carry out c.xpcrimcnts for ydeld .and staple and should recommend those' 
varieties which would benefit the growers most. Regarding complaints 
against the Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factorio.s Act, it had been 
maintained by everybody that the quality of cotton must be preserved 
and all the research that had been carried out would bear no fruit if 
the Act was repealed as was suggested in certain of the notes received. 
On the whole the Committee had done satisfactory work although most 
of the research schemes had j'ct to ])car fruit. 

Mr, Burl said he thought the Committee was under a sense of obli- 
g.ation to those associations and individuals who had taken the trouble 
to reply to the C'omimttec’s requesst. There was a distinct contrast, lie 
sixid, between these replies and tJio.se received by the Agricultural De- 
]).irtments ten years ago, because they .showed .an .appreeiation of oiir 



work ami containeil nomo conslrucfivo crilipistuR for llic fiilurc. When 
tlio Commit! oo first ri'coivo<l its fuiuls it- had to a(lo])t a cautious policy 
and foe! its way. At that time they wore in a difficult position hccausc 
they Wore a central body created just wlien pro\"incialism was somewhat 
exa"!;erate<l and everyone suspicious* of central direction and control. 
The Central Cotton Committee had definitely made u]> its mind not to 
try to direct policy but merely to give advice. There w.as a feeling .at 
first amongst the provinces that, hecanse it had funds, everything to do 
with cotton should ho financo<l hy the Committee and this had to he 
fought. Tho.se dangers ha<l now passed and he thoucht a broader jioliey 
w.a.s now permissible. The rejdic.s receive<l indieate<l that on the whoh' 
the Committee should follow its past policy, viz., that it should tackle 
problems of more than provincial importance and that tlie jirimary 
responsibility re.sted with the jirovince.s. A rerent amplification of the 
Committee's policy was that it should ex])loif the re.sult of sucees.sful 
research. Thi.s would prove very fruitful and lie was very glad to see 
that two of the commercial bodies replying 8 Up))orle<l the United J’ro- 
vinccs Pink Roll-worm scheme. There was one sentence in the rejdy of 
the Bombay Millowners’ .rVssoci.ation which, he con.sidcre<l, required 
oomment. They had stale<l that as the Committee lind been in e.vi.'-- 
tcncc for eight 3 'ear.s, more re.sults .should Imvo been sliown. H the.v 
liad onh’ i)aused to con idcr the length of time rcqnirc<l for breeding work, 
thev' tcould liavo seen tliat eight t'ear.s svas far too short a ])eriod 
to get rciiults. It was a matter of simple arithmetic. A breeding 
.scheme started in 1921 would reacli its ciglitli generation of the croji 
next j'e.ar and this was the carlie.st pericsl within wliicli results could 
Oe exjiccted. 'Where results h.'id been obtainc<l before tliis j)eriod, the 
Committee ha<l rcajteil the benefit of previous work b_v the Agricultural 
Departments. lie thought it was .as well that jieople, and the Com- 
mittee, shoukl recognise frankly that if an improve<l cot I on was obtainett 
in eight v'cars they were verv luckj'. Mr. Sjiklatvnla had rai.se<l the 
fpie.stion of cleaner picking. This had been before the Committee on a 
])revioiLs ocaision and the.v Jiad persuaded the Kast ImUa Cotton A.s.so- 
ciation to widen the "on’’ allowances. 'J'Jiere were two methods of 
attacking the problem first b}* improving the marketing organi'iation, 
and scconilh', In- plant-breeding mctho<lB. Clean picking was entirelv a 
matter of price. Two factors came into i)lay. First, where the j'ield 
of the crop was low, for example in the NortbernR and Kumpfa areas, 
half or even the whole crop was allowed to m.ature before it was harvestcil 
and much of it had to be collected from the ground. 'Where j’ields were 
high, as in the Punj.ab, more frequent pickings were carried out. The 
second factor was the habits of the people. In certain parts the cotton 
was pick'cd e,arly in the morning before tlic dew was off tljc plant and tlie 
cotton came {iv:ay quite clean. In other p.arts tlie ])ickers wailed till 
about noon when the bracts were brittle and came off witli tlie cotton. 
The solution in dilluront parts of the country w.as not the same. lie 
wanted to join Lniaie with Mr. Yoncsch regarding his statement that

cotton I" nnd over was long staple cotton. This was the case only in 
Bombay. In Liverpool the standard was IJ", He thought the word 
medium staple should be used for cottons of intermediate staple. Several 
of the replies received showed the danger of over-saturation of the 
market with certain kinds of cotton. Very frequently agricultural officers 
thought that any increase in length of staple was an advantage, but this 
was not the case and small increases of length in short stapled cottons 
might only lead to fiu-ther congestion in a crowded market. He con- 
sidered that the Committee should again investigate this matter with the 
help of the trade so as to get an idea where the different cottons went 
and also what changes in demand had taken place and were likely to 
take place within the next few years. In order to take a long view the 
question of the trend of demand must be studied. India had at present 
a monopoly of cotton but was also Largely dependent on one consumer. 
It was necessarj' to find out to what extent foreign consumers were likely 
to continue their demand for these short staple styles. The Committee 
had heard a great deal about long-range and short-range research. These 
phrases Were coined not b}’’ a rese.arch worker but by an admnistrator 
and there was no real distinction between the two types. The real test 
in applied science was the aim of the work. The Committee had decided 
at an early stage that it would not take up research which would prove 
of academic interest only, but that all its schemes should have the 
economic end clearl}* in mew. Though a particular problem might be 
difficult and likely to take a long time that was no reason why the Com- 
mittee should fight shy of it. Such a course would bo ill-advised. The 
question should be asked “Was this job worth doing ?” and if the answer 
was in the affirmative the task should be pursued with determination. 

Mr. Boyagis said he made no apology for representing that much 
maligned body — the trader — who was considered the villain of the piece 
for mixing different kinds of cotton. The question of mixing different 
kinds of cottons depended entirely on the price paid. The Indian mills 
were blamed for not paying a sufficient price for improved cotton, but 
many other factors had to be taken into consideration. He agreed with 
Mr. Burt that cottons between -J" and 1" should be called ‘medium’, and 
that the cotton produced in other countries would compete with those 
medium staple qualities. He agreed with ilr. Flymen that the Com- 
mittee’s policy should be framed in consultation with the consumer, 
and the Committee should base its policy on the replies received. He 
was dead against growing long staple cotton in short staple areas. He 
thought sufficient long staple cotton could be grown to satisfy Indian 
mill requiremente if the Committee were to spend time in improving 
the quality of /vwnptas and the qualities and quantities of the other 
types of cotton grown in Southern India. This would give tlie Com- 
mittee ample work for a long time to come. There was no doubt 
that India could grow long staple cotton and with a crop of six million 
bales he thought India should be able to produce enough staple cotton 
for her own mills. In long staple cotton regions cottons of 40s to BOs 



could bo crown but only onoupli r-hoiild bo pTO<lucod to sotiKty licr own 
niillroquiroments. IIo was very ])ortnrbod to read in tlio note that it was 
nioant. to roplaoo the wliolo of Rorar with Vrri/m cotton. Never 

had he soon a pint of short staple cotton and at the pref.ont moinont there 
was a distinct dearth of it. Hopardinp the Cotton Ginninp and Pressing 
Factoric.s Act, there .seemed to be an ide.r nmonpst the ])iiblie that the 
trade was acjiinst the .Vet. ns it was apainst their intere.sts. Jfe believed 
that the Cotton Transport Act could be used to prevent, innlprnctice.s at 
the source, whereas all the t'otton Ginninp and Pre.ssinp Factorie.s Act 
was tryinp to do was to prevent them at the end. What the trade said 
was that the Act should be rcpc.aled if it cnidil not be made to work sat is- 
faetorily. It should be tiphtened up and administored at it.s source by 
a system of licensinp. In Ids experience many faelories di(t not marl: 
at all and it was askinp too much of the tr.sde to report .all ca.se.s of faulty 
markinp. llyder.abad Cnorani cotton on the wliolc had deteriorated 
very considor.ahly in spinniiip quality durinp recent years. This useil 
to be the bc.st spinninp eotton in India and be tbonpbt the Committee 
would do a wonderful piece of work if it was instrumental in brinpinp 
liack its spinninp qualities. 

Mr. Haridas Madhovdas said he was spe.aking in bis personal c.apacity. 
A.s far as cotton improvement was concerned he would like the Com- 
mittee to concentrate on tho.se areas only where lonp staple cottons were 
grown and to Ic.avo tlic short .staple cotton alone so far as length of the 
staple was concornctL There was a distinct market for short staj)ie 
ami tliore was a big demand for the throe million ))alrs o.xportcd. If 
long .stajde cotton took the place of short staple, it would increase the 
quantity in the world’s market and there would ho a drop in jirice. Pc- 
parding logi.shative measures he was in entire symj)nthy with and 
approved of the Cotton Transport Act hccan.se it was helping to stop 
malpractices at the st.art and he considered it should he cxtendciL In 
his opinion the Cotton Ginning and I’rc.ssing Factories Act was neither 
advantageous to the trade nor to the grower, and if malpractices wcie 
Bought to ho stopped other means should bo adopted but not bj a system 
of mar!:ing. Wlicn a bale was marked witli the year in wliich it was 
])res.scd that in itself was suflicient to condemn it. 

Mr. Collins s.aid lie was very mucli impressed witli tlie Vice-IVc.sident’f! 
speed! and lie thought the views of world authorities on the inqirovement 
that had taken place in Indian cotton should he taken to heart b}' the 
critics in this country, and he suggested that the spceeh should receive 
the widest publicity in India. He did not tliink the Committee liad any 
cau.se for lieart-searching as to wliethcr it had done and was doing any 
good. He would like to endorse what Mr. Jenkins had said, viz., that 
the mere existence of the Committee had done a lot of good to Indian 
cotton. The mere fact of bringing together under the same roof members 
of the trade and the experts justified the existence of tlic Committee. 
Regarding the reported deterioration of Hyderabad cotton, it woiihl be 
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seen that the Millowners’ Association had qualified tlieir remark's by 
saying that they referred to that portion of the crop wliich found its way 
to Bombay. He would like to ask Sir. Saklatvala if he had found any 
deterioration. 

Mr. Saklatvala stated that there was no marked deterioration in the 
Gaorani cottons wliich they had used in their mills for years past. 

Mr. Collins said that Sir. Saklatval.a’s firm took the greater part of 
the Gaorani crop which they themselves bought on the .spot, ginned and 
pressed and no deterioration had taken place. The reason why the 
Bombay Slillowners considered that there had been deterioration in 
“Bani” was that mills did not buy direct. He had received one com- 
plaint from a mill in Bombay regarding the weakness of Bani cotton and 
he took the trouble to make cnqiuric.s and found that though this mill 
liad its own press it did not buy direct but through an agent, and it w.as 
shown that this agent W'as deliberately mixing the cotton. Very little 
Gaorani came to Bombay and what did come was adulterated. He said 
he wished to make a few suggestions, firstly regarding the Cotton 
Slarkets Act. He thought the Committee should do all it could to got 
this Act introduced all tlirougli India. Once Market Committees were 
formed in the diilerent centres they themselves would take action to 
see that the reputation of their markets was kept up. Market Committees 
could and would do a great deal to stop mixing. Secondly, the Com- 
mittee should not give up its attempts to get licensing carried through. 
He was disappointed to see that no rocommcmlation to this offeet was 
contained in the report of the Local Siib-Committce on jiool.s. He was 
very glad indeed to hear Mr. Boyagis say that licensing should he enforced. 
Tiie three greatest defects in Indian cotton were mixing, watering and 
leatinass. The first two could he put a stop to imnicdi.ately by licensing. 
Tlicy had been eminently succe.ssful in llydorahad in stojijiing watering. 

It was very easy' to know wlicre watering was done. The Legislative 
Assembly .and Provincial Councils were getting more and more growers 
on them and he thought that such legislation would have every elianee 
of passing. Ho thought the Committee sliould try to frame a simjile 
bill. He did not tliink there was any iieee.ssity to Jiave a le.rge eorjis of 
low paid inspectors. AVIieii comjilaints came in regarding maljiraetiee.s 
action could ho taken. He strongly supported the view tiiat the 
licensing of gins and presses shouhl be one of the main planks in the 
Committee’s future policy. Bcgarding leafine.ss, it had been pointed out 
that one method of dealing with this delect was by plant breeding. 
Great ilitlercnces between the diilerent kinilti of cotton could he sei-n in 
Naiided. TJic .segments of the ‘’//uifri” boll opened wide, with the 
result that it w.ss very easy to pick clean, “/hi ui ” Juid tlie bract coles 
pressed close ag.aiust the cotton and if it were bone dry the jiieker was 
compelled to take the leaf with it. He wished to lay groat stress on tin- 
Committee undertaking work to ensure that the cotton could not but 
be picked clean, but he did nut think this was enough. By intro<lutiiig 
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t]iis question. He -wi.slied to know wliether tlio sckomos wkiclt the 
Committee were financing were being paid out of revenue or from 
capital. 

The Secretary said that up to date the}- were being paid out of revenue 
but if all the new schemes went through, the Committee would have to 
sell out some of its securities to finance them. 

Mr. Palairet said the Committee had about Es. 31 lakhs in reserve and 
he would like to be assured tliat it would not refuse to .sanction money 
for any promising scheme put forward. In the event of the Committee 
closing down, its funds would revert to Government and he did not see 
wh}' it should be afraid to spend mone}' as it did not need its reserves. 
He could not .support i\lT. Vonesch’s suggestion to increase the cotton 
cess. 

Mr, Saklatvala said the Committee liad been blamed in some quarters 
lor spending too much money and now was being blamed for not spending 
enough. It .should not ho forgotten that tlie Committee had certain 
commitments which had to be carried out for the period for whicli thes' 
were sanctioned. It would be fatal if they were dropped for want of 
funds. It would not be mse tac the Committee to spend its balances 
because it should have sufficient reserve to enable schemes to be sanction- 
ed for seven or even ten years if necessary. Eegarding Sir. yone.sch’s 
suggestion for an increase in the cess, he would strongly mh’ise the 
Committee not to do this because the moment this was suggested the 
trade would immcdiatolj’ agitate to have it reduced to one anna. 

Major Vanrenen said he felt that the cotton growers were not sufii- 
ciently represented on the Committee, lentil lie joined tJie Connnittee 
he liad not ajiprcciated tlie value of tlie work being done for tlic growers, 
but now he laiew that the Committee had done and was doing important 
work in their behalf. He was disappointed to see tliat tlie Committee 
had not been able to do anything to prevent tlic mixing of cotton. The 
Bombay Jlillowners’ Association had pointed out tliat the I’unjab- 
American crop had definitely deteriorated due to mixing. The Cotton 
Transport Act was not sufficient to prevent tliis because in the same area 
they grew more than one variety. MnlUsoni was of particular value 
because it was easier to mix. He did not think tlds Committee would 
acliievc much in this direction unless the licensing of gins and presse.'; 
was made compulsory. All work on re.scarch would he wasted unless 
adulteration and mixing of cotton were jiut a sto]> to. Jtills in Bombay 
were anxious to spin finer counts and as that was their poiiiv the Com- 
mittee should follow it. However, it was the greatest disappointment 
to him that the mill industry had adoptcil this policy as lie considoicd it 
against the interests of the grower. He was very douhtfu! if India could 
produce stiqile cottons of long enough staple to satisfy the industry. 

Rao Bahadur M. G. Deshpande .said he had been a member of the Com-

\'iew. “Ihm" cotton used to be grown generally over Hcrr.r and was 
given up bec.;vuse of its small \-icld. Ho thought something should be 
done to revive it. There was a criticism against the Committee that it 
had done nothing for the growers, but he did not agree. He considered 
that the Committee cotild be of considerable hel]> to the growers bv 
encouraging s.alc societies on the lino.s of those in Gadag and Hubl'i. 
This year the Central I’ros-inccs Agricultural Jtepartment liad tried to 
form a ])ool in order to market IVrimi cotton, but owing to the e.vtra- 
ordinary rates for Oomrax, no premium was being paid for T’erinn .and 
nothing was coming into the pool. Some such sale organisation would 
be of gre..at .asasistaTice in getting a good premium for good cotton. 

Mr. y. G. Deshpando said he had an idealistic scheme. He recommend- 
ed to the Committee a book c.alled “Agricidturc in Sonet Russia” which 
lie suggested the Committee should talco as an c.xamplo. Jle wished to 
.support Jlr. Vonescli that the cc.ss should he increased "Wliat lie found 
w.as that sm.all strips of land were being cultivated by growers and on 
these small strips improved cotton could not he grown. Ho considered 
that funds should be pronded cither by tlie State or by the Committee 
to encourage tJic introduction and growtli of improved varictic.s. The 
small cultivators did not grow Vcriim cotton, wliilc the big growers did. 
Regarding the merite of Ferum cotton, lie liimsclf was papng R.s. nO a 
enndg on J3r<vic/i for it. Last ye.ar he used mucli of it in Ids mill. The 
milks in the Central I’ronnces wanted it and they would prc.ss the Agri- 
cultural Department to grow it. They liad tlie growora’ interests more 
at heart than the Trade had. Another point he wished to emphasise 
was th.at if better varieties were required the cultivator must luave better 
implements. They were still msing tlic ordinary wooden ploiiglis and 
though he knew that the iron plough w.as being taken up, he wanted it 
taken up on a more extensive scale. Tiic cultivator must be taught to 
take to improved methods. Several methods had hcen suggested for 
improving tlic Indian crop, for cx.ample, licensing ginning and pressing 
factorie.s, etc., but in his opinion these wore half-hearted mctliods. It 
had been said that the Indian climate and soil were suitable only for 
short staple cotton and he was very surprised to hear that ./Vhmedabad 
was using imported cotton to spin finer counts. He was of opinion that 
the IMillowners to promote the interests of Indi.an cotton growers, who 
were also the largest consumers, should spin such counts as could be 
spun opt of Indian cotton alone and tliose consiuncrs accustomed to use 
finer cloth should and would be pmsuaded to change their tastes and use 
cloth manufactured out of Indian cotton even if it wore a little coarser. 
He was very glad to see that the'Goverument of India had put on a duty

STATFjMEI^T of objects aed reasons. 


This Bill is based on the recommendations of tho Indian Cotton Committee of 1917-18 
and on tho Bernr Cotton and Grain Jfarkets Law of 1897 and also on the Bill introduced 
and passed in tho Bombay Legislative Council. At present there are cotton markets in 
the Central Provinces but they arc constituted under the Municipal Act of 1922 and hence 
they are solely under the control of the municipalities. In tho municipal towns generally 
tho traders and merchants are tho influential persons and it is easy for them to get into 
tho municipality by election and thus to capture that body ; as a result of this the cotton 
markets which are under the municipal control are under the control of tho traders and 
merchants in tho town who try to protect their own interest at the costs ol the agricul- 
turists who are the sellers of cotton in tho market. Tho large hulk of sellers or agricul- 
turists who have to deal with cotton have really no voice whatsoever in the management 
and’framing of rules, regulations of the market. At present as there is no representation 
of the agriculturist sollors on tho cotton market, they do not get proper price for their 
cotton ; deductions and contributions like “Bharmadaya" and “Gorakshana” which are 
quite illegal are made from the price of the cotton at the time of payment by the pur- 
chasers ; not only this but at times the carts of cotton which are unloaded in the ginning 
factories after thb prices are fixed arc rejected by tho purchaser on some pretext or other 
And then it goes very difficult tor the poor agriculturist seller to manage the things. He 
has either to give tho cotton at the low rate take it back and wait for tho next day in 
tho market. ^Tho Adaiyan in several markets themselves get the Jiapas Paili and thereon 
payments for the hapas'BoXd. directly from tho purchaser and tho seller has no means to 
make out what tho real weight Wd tho price of his cotton is and has to remain satisfied 
with whatever the Adattja gives lum in his hands. There are several other malpractices 
at present going on in several markets in this province. The poor and dumb agricul- 
turists are crying for this and the Government has not yet done anything to put a stop 
to this. Government also has recognised in Council and out of Council that these mal- 
practices arc going on. Now in order to put a stop to this and to regulate the whole 
thing this Bill has been framed. 

This Bill gives power to the Local Government to establish market by notification in 
tho local Gazette attor consulting the local authorities. On tho establishment of a cotton 
market a Market Committee is to bo constituted of the cotton growers, cotton traders 
and tho representatives of local bodies. 

Power for making rules for the comi>osition of the iNfarket Committee, the manage- 
ment of tho market and tho conduct of the affairs of the Cotton Market Committee is 
given to tho Local Government who have to publish those rules in the Central Provinces 
Gazette, and also to put them before the Central Provinces Legislative Council before 
they are brought into force. 

Under clause IG, no private market can be opened by private individuals in or near 
the market for tho purchase and sale of cotton, in order to frustrate the object of this Bill. 

Provision has also been made for tho long felt want of the agriculturists to declare 
'‘dhannadaya*’ and other deductions illegal and any recovery of them is punishable with 
fine. Provision has also been made with disalloudng trade allowances other than those 
prescribed and for penalties for violation of the substantive provisions of the Act and the 
rules, subject to tho rules made by tho Local Government tho clause 9 allows market 
committees to employ servants for tho management of tho market. In markets, a 
market Superintendent will probably be needed and in some markets it may bo desirable 
for weighmen to bo servants of tho Jfarket Committee and not, as at present, the 
employees of individual buyers. The provision of an unbiased weighraan is an im])or- 
tant matter.

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APPENDIX yiL 

SUBJi^CT 9 . — Madras Cotton Control BiU, 

Socrotaiy’s Note. 

At the 59tli mooting of tlio Local Sub-Committco lioltl in Soptombor 1930, tho following 
resolution was passed and fonvardod to tho Madras Govomment : — 

“Tho Central CJotton Committeo recommends the Madras Government to introduce 
suitable legislation to stamp out ‘Pulichai* from the Karunganni area and invites 
attention to similar legislation in force in California and the Sudan:’’ 

Tho Director of Agriculture, Madras, was asked by his Government to prepare a draft 
bill to this end and this Was received from tho Madras Govomment and placed before the 
Local Sub-Committee at its G8th meeting hold on the 28th September 1931 when the 
following resolution was passed ; — 

“That this Sub-Committee considers clause 5 (1) («) ratlier drastic and the penalties 
contemplated in clauses 4 and G (2) very severe, considering the fact that the Bill is 
tho first of its kind in India and recommends to tho Madras Government that the Bill 
might bo passed unth necessary modifications to make it less severe. Drastic legis- 
lation could bo introduced later on, if necessary.” 

A copy of the draft bill is attached. Tho action of tho Local Sub-Committee requires 
the endorsement of tho Central Cotton Committee. 


A Bill to provide for tho prohibition of tho cultivation and possession of certain kinds 
of cotton, the mixing of such cotton with other cotton, tho trade in such cotton and 
tho restriction of the use of such cotton. 

WHEREAS it is expedient in the best interests of the growers of cotton in certain 
areas in the Presidency of Madras, the cotton trade and tlio economic prosperity of the 
said Presidency, to maintain tho quality and reputation of tho cotton grown in those 
areas and for that purpose to prohibit therein, tho cultivation and possession of certain 
kinds of cotton, the mixing of such kinds of cotton with other cotton and the trade in 
such kinds of cotton and to restrict the use thereof ; 

AND WHEREAS the previous sanction of tho Governor-General has been obtained 
to the passing of this Act : — 

It is herobj^ enacted as follows ; — 

Short title and extent. 1. (J) This Act mav be called tho Madras Cotton Control 
Act, 193 . 

(2) It extends to the whole of tho Presidency of Madras. 

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in tho 
Befimihns. subject or context — 

(а) “cotton” means cotton plant, ginned and unginned cotton, cotton waste and 
cotton seed ; 

(б) “notified area” means an area in which any kind of cotton is proscribed by a 
notification under section 3 ; and 

(c) “proscribed cotton” means cotton proscribed by a notification under Section 3.

(2) In making any rule, the Local Government may provide that a breach theieof 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees.

Subject 10. — Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act — Progress made in 
Indian States, 

Secretary’s Note. 

Since the last meeting of the Committee tho follo\nng further information has been 
received regarding the progress made in Indian States in tho introduction of legislation 
on the lines of the Indian Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act. 

Farsingarh Slate . — The Darbar has framed a sot of Cotton Ginning and Pressing 
Factories Rules which have been in force from 31st December 1930. 

Kolah <Sfafc.— There is only one cotton pressing factory in tho State. Tho Kotah 
Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Rules of Samvat 1988 camo into force from tho 
1st October 1931. The press mark is KT. 

Bikaner State . — It is understood tliat a Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Bill will 
bo placed before the forthcoming session of tho Bikaner State Legislative Assembly. 

Bundi Slate . — ^The State has agreed to furnish weekly cotton press returns during the 
current cotton season. 

Gwalior Slate . — ^Tho Gwalior Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act together with 
the rules have boon approved by tho Special Committee of tho Council and referred to 
tho Council for approval and necessary action. 

Mysore State . — Tho Mysore Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Rules have been 
published and cotton press returns aro noW being supplied. There are six pressing 
factories in the State. 

Mahr Kotla State . — Tho British India Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act 
(Act XII of 1925) has been adopted by tho State. 
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the entry of thoir owners into the pool. In consequence, rates have heen forced 
up to a level which can only be regarded as excessive, to the detriment of the cultivator 
n'ho is unable to stand out against a monopoly. Whilst, in most districts, the ginning 
and pressing charges, including the contribution to the pool, average about Rs. 5 to 
Rs. 6 for ginning and the same amount for pressing a bale of 400 pounds of lint, in some 
cases wo found rates as high as Rs. 11 or Rs. 12 for each process. 

It is difficult to suggest any suitable remedy for the evils resulting from pools. Wo 
cannot, on principle, recommend an obvious solution which would be the fixing of rates 
by' Government. We look forward to a great increase in the number of ginneries run 
by Co-operative Societies but this will bo a very slow process. In the meantime, the 
proposal wo have put forward above that no license should bo granted to a ginning or 
pressing factory, which does not undertake to Work for at least eight Weeks in the year, 
unless prevented by causes beyopd the control of its owner, should have a beneficial effect 
in preventing the creation of gins or presses merely for the purpose of sharing in the 
profits of a pool. We would further suggest that, in districts whore there aro more ginning 
or pressing factories than arc necessary for dealing with a bumper crop, the local auth- 
orities might induce the owners of some of the factories to move them to localities, where 
they would be of real use, by the offer of Govomraent land on easy terms. Wo consider 
that, where members of a pool in any district keep one or more factories closed, without 
adequate justification, no night shift working should bo allowed in any circumstances. 
Night shifts arc allowed under the Factory Act with the permission of the Factory 
Inspector. In the cases specified, such permission should invariably bo refused. Wo 
do not see why labour should ho asked to w'ork at night when there are factories existing 
which, if worked during the day-time, can deal with the crop of the season, without 
resorting to a night-shift.” 

In view of the fact that the licensing of gins and presses was not made compiilsorj' 
under the Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act the action projioscd above cannot 
be applied to factories in British India though certain Indian States are further advanced 
in this respect. 

The Local Sub-Conmiittec is of opinion that under present conditions nothing can bo 
jne by this Committee heyond drawing the attention of the Local Governments con- 
srnod to the reports carried out by their omi oflicors and requesting them to take what 
jtion they consider necessary to see that the grower is not ponalised by a combine of 
etory owners. An investigation carried out by the Punjab Govonunent also sliowod 
lat the price charged for ginning and pre.«sing wasjiigher in a place where a pool existed, 
ho evil appears to bo general in India and the Lcunl Sub Commiitco is of opinion that 
)pie9 of the reports should bo sent to all I^eal Govcniinenls and tlioir attention drawn 
) the action suggested lor the Provinces whore enquiry' has shown that tlio oxistciico of 
tools* incroascs tlie cost to the grower of ginning and pressing.

Subject 14. — Snmmnny 0 / Proceedings of the TiOcnl ^nb-Commiltce, 
Socrotnry'ft Note. 

Since tlio last meeting of the Committco in July, four meetings of the Local Sub^Com* 
mitteo have been hold. >rr. W. Ellis Jones resigned membership of tho Committco and 
his place on tho Sub-Commitfeo was fiUwl by Sir Purshotamdaa Tliakuixlaa. 

2. Tho Sub-Committee addressed tho B. B. k C, I. RaiUray protesting against the 
proposed increase in the terminal charge on cotton from local stations to I^mbay. The 
increase has not been made. 

3. Tho Sub-Committee ako sent n strong representation to tho Bombay Govommont 
protesting against the proposal of the Bombay Municij^al Cori'oration to levy an export 
duty on raw cotton. 

4. Tho Sub-Committee dealt at three of its meetings with correspondence in con- 
nection ^vith a protest against tho increase in license fees for adUolycts under tho Revised 
Berar Market Itules. The Sub-Committee considered that the now Rules should first 
be tried out before amendments were suggested and no further action was taken. 

fi. Tlio Sub-Committoo went very carefully into a draft Bill — tho Madras Cotton 
Ct^ntrol Bill — sent for opinion by the Madras Government, but considering the penalties 
too ficvero the follo^^ng reaoUrtiou was passed requesting tho Government of ^fadras 
to modify some of the clausea : — 

“That this Sub-Committee considers clause 5{/) (tt) rather drastic and tho penalties 
contemplated in clauses 4 and 0(2) very severe, considering tho fact that tho Bill in 
tho first of its kind in India and recommends to tho Madras Government that tho Bill 
might he passed vdt]\ necessary modifteatious to make it less Bcvcro. Drastic legis- 
lation could he introd\iced later on, if nccessaiy’,** 

0. Tho Karachi Joint Cotton Committco consulted tho Commillco on the desirability 
or other^viso of fixing tho staple of tho Punjab-Amcrican contract at 5' nnrage instead 
of J' minimum. In view of the encouragement that a lowering of tho standard would 
give to mixing, the Sub-Committoo decided to recommend to tho Karachi Joint Cotton 
Committee that tho standard should ho kept at minimum. 

7. The Sub-Cojniuittoo approved of tho revised draft rules under the Hyderabad 
Agricultural Markets Act. 

8. Tho Sub-Committeo was consulted by tho Central Provinces Agricultural Depart- 
ment regarding tho marketing of Verum cotton and it was decided to refer tho Marketing 
Officer to tho East India Cotton Association with whom a satisfactory arrangement has 
been worked out. 

9. Tho Sub-Committee went very carefully into tho Reports submitted by the Local 
Governments of Bombay, tho Central Provinces and Berar and Ajmer-MerWara into tho 
effect of ‘pools* of cotton ginning and pressing factories on the price paid to the grower 
for his cotton. This is dealt with separately in tho form of a Report from tho Sub- 
Committeo to tho Central Cotton Committee. 

10. The Sub-Committeo also considered tho suggestions submitt-ed by Directors of 
Agriculture on tlie question of publicity and propaganda in tho Provinces in connection 
with the Coramitteo’s work. The Sub-^mmittco’a views on this subject are given in the 
from of a report which will bo found separately on the Agenda, 
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APPENDIX Xn. 

Sotjeot 15 . — PMieily and Propaganda irorh by the Coinmillec — Report of the 
Local Sub-Committee on repUea received from Provincial Directors of AgricvUure. 

One ot tlio rccommpnilationa of tho Local Siilj-Coraraittco on Piiblicitj* and Prop.!- 
ganda accepted by the Central Cotton Committee at its July meeting was as' 
follows : — 

“Wo consider that much more direct publicity could bo given to tho Committee and 
its work by tho Provincial Agricultural Departments and by tho Pror-incial repre- 
sentatives on tho Committee than has been done in tho past. Tho Committee should 
request the Head of the Agricultural Department in each Province to submit pro- 
jiosals for the extension of publicity and propaganda with regard to the Committee’s 
work in tho Province and to indicate in what manner and to what extent the 
assistance of the Committee could be most profitably utilised in such work." 

Directors of Agriculture were nccortliiigly addressed and asked to submit proimsals. . 
Tlieir replies have been received and are atlached.* 

Those proposals were considered at the meeting ot the Ixical Sub-Committee held on the 
Tth Deeemljer, and the Sub-Committee desires to make the following recommendation : — 

Tho replies received to tho Committee’s pamjddet on Cotton Improvement in India, 
which contained in addition suggestions for future work, show that the Committee’s 
work is neither known nor appreciated and the Ixical Sub-Conmiitlee is of opinion that 
this is duo entirely to tho fact that no systematie publicity has been carried out. The 
Local Sub-Committee is strongly of opinion that much more attention should be paid to 
this branch of the Committee’s activities, and rceommcmls that tho Comndttee should 
emjiloy a professional journalist or publicity agent, on the lines of the siiggeslion eon- 
tained’ in 5tr. Main’s letter, to write tip for the prc«s the work the Committee has (hme 
and is doing ; to devise tho best means of bringing the Committee’s work to ftie notice of 
the trade, tho grower and the general public; to consider, in consult.stion uith local 
autlmrilies, tho suggestions already received ns to methods of propaganda anil jmblicity 
and to decide how far they arc applicable to other areas. 

Tho Sub-Committce fools that tho adverse criticisms which has been Icvelhxl against 
the Committee and its work would have been id the reverse order il the public had Itecu 
kept iidormcd of our activities and it therefore strongly reroinmends that scientific pro- 
pac.anda should be taken in hand at onco and this can only be done by one traincil in this 
form of work.

It will bo seen that whereas tho number of spinning test reports issued is vcr\’ nearly 
tho same the numher of fibre test reports issued in 1931 is 10 ns compared ^ith nil in 1930, 
Tho total number of reports issued shows an increase of 22 por cent. 

ilgricuhural Samples , — From amongst tho tests on agricultural samples tho following 
may be mentioned as being of particular interest. 

1, Tests on samples of Karunganni cotton laiou*!! to bo adulterated with tho iuferhir 
Pulichai cotton. Tho Karunganni cotton has, on tho average of 7 seasons, been found 
suitablo for 24*s standard warp counts whereas tho best sample among tho adulterated 
mixtures could only spin up to IG's counts. Tins show.s clearly tlie great liann done by 
adulterating Karunganni with Pulicliai cotton. 

2. Tests on mixtures of Pun)a\>-Amctiean 2S9F and 4F. Hitherto similar tests have 
been made on hnown mixtures of 4F and dcai cotton but with the extension of tho area 
under cultivation of Punjab-Amcrican 2S0F in tho Punjab it is Ingldy probable tlmt the 
practice of mixing may spread t(» 289F and 4F, It was, thoroforo, thought desirable to 
forestall such a possibility by undertnhing tests on mixtures containing hnosvii quantities 
(d P, A. 4F. Tho mixtures selected for this purpose contained 10, 20, 30, etc., per cent, 
of 4F and tho spinning testa yielded tlie significant result that , on the average, nn increase 
of 10 per cent, in the proportion of 4F reduced the spinning value of tbo mixture by 3 
standard warp counts. 

Trade Tesfs, — According to the agreement between tlie ImimI India Cotton Association 
and tho Indian Central Cotton Committee, t)ie A.^'socintion eontinued to supply sniniiles 
of Cotton reiwesenting fair average quality of the commercial crop. Altogether 13 sueh 
samples Were received an<l tc.sted during the period under reunew. Another (> samples 
were received and. tested by virtue of a similar arrangement between tho JTillouiiers' 
Associations of llomlmy and Alimedabad and the Commitleo. T'ho trade descriptions 
<jf these coU<ma arc given in the list of Trrhnolugicnl Circuli’r.s in the ‘Publication* section 
nf this report. 

An interesting series of tests were undertaUeu on behalf of the Fast India CVdton A.ssu- 
ciati<jn on samples of African ct, lions. Owing Ux the increasing conHumptiou of tho^e 
growths in India Iho Fast Indir. Cotton Association has appointed a S]iccinl Sub.Com* 
mittec on African cottons for tlie purpose of fixing suitable standards for the.so growtbs. 
Tlio Association ashed the Teciinological Lahorator>’ to help them in the matter of 
standards for staple length of these cottons. During the le.‘<t 3 months nine Hamifies of 
African cottons have been received and reported upon. 

High Drajl Spinning . — Tho results of high ilraft spinning employing three different 
system.^ of high drafts with mixtures of two Indian cottons, vir.., Cambodia Co. 1 and 
Cb P. (Wim) aro noxv ready in the form of n lluUetin which will be juiblisbed soon. Since 
tlie eornpletion of these tests the e<piipmcnt of (ho ^Spinning Ijaboratory has been streng* 
t!iene<l by tlie tuldilinn uf another vmg fruino Kimlly pre.‘'CJitcd tti tho l..!xlHuator>’ by 
Messrs. Platt liros,, Oldham, through the c<nirte\v of Messrs. Xowrosjee IVndia iV 
.Snfls.

It IS proposed to continue further tests on high ilrafl .sjfinning employing the new ring 
frame in addition to the tl iree old fraine.s. 
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Comhuig of gnorl gualili/ Iiifthn cotton accordance with ihc pro^iaiinnc of fuiuro 
work approved bj’ t!io Coininitteo at its last meeting: the wori: of ^pinrjing combed good 
quality Indian cottona into finer cminls lias been taken in hand. Tlie firbt cotton to be 
investigated was Punjab-Amcriean 280 T, which had sho%vn a distinct impro\enicntin 
(ho 1930*31 Reason. The tests arc aa yet m the prcUniinan.’ stage but they have already 
fiho^^*n that cottons possessing tho fibre properties of P. A. 2S9P, 1930-31 season, can be 
spun witiiout much difliculty into fiO’a counts when combed to tho extent of 20 per cent, 
and into still finer counts when tho proportion of comparatively shorter fibres removed by 
tho combing machine is raised to tho extent of 30 per cent. Tho comber waste was mixed 
with P, A, 4F in tlio proportion of 1 to 3 and spun into 16 'b and 20 'r yarns. The 
20’s yarns were somewhat below tbo necessary' fetrenptli bub with a suitable twist the 
iG’s j’ams would Como up to the i*equisilo strength. This work is now being extended to 
Cambodia 295, Surat 1027 A. L. F. and Nandj-al 14. 

ICJfcct of Crighlon ftpeed on the blow roont ami the gualiljf of the gam spun from a 
Cotton. — I’licso tests wore made on particularly dirty samjdcs of Mattia and Knlagin 
Cottons, containing sonio 20 per cent, to 25 per cent, of foreign matter. Tho beater 
Kpeeds ranged from 50 r. p, m. to 1,000 r. p. in. These tests have sliowm that as tho 
beater speed is increased there is a small but progressive ijurea‘«c in Iho Crighton loss. 
The cleaning pow’cr obtained by the lowest speed, vi2., 550 r. p. m. is iinoxpectedl}’ high. 
It was felt tliat this w'as duo to tho relatively longer time for which the cotton remained 
Under treatment in tho Crighton Opener. This view has been corroborated by oxperi- 
uicnfs in w'hieh two different fan speeds woie u«cd for the same beater speed of 950 r. p. in. 
Tho sample witli the lower fan speed gave a lugber crighton loss. Tho tests are being 
continued. 

Tho importance of corieet card sotting', in determining tho chaincter* 
isticH of tho yarn spun from the cotton is well Known. It !*<, how'cvor, reasunablo t<» 
puppo‘<o tliat sellings wliich may bo suilablo for a long and fino cotton may prove quite 
unfit for a short and coarse one. As tho quality ol the yam diyiends, to an npjirociahlc 
extent, upon the otirnctness of these settings with referciu'e tho fibre proporlios of 
cotton, it was regarded highly desirable that a syRlcmalic work <*n tho carding problems 
aliniild 1)0 undorlaUen at the TciUiiological babonitoiy. Tho jimgramnio for this work 
Was approved hy Iho (‘-011111111100 ami tho work has sineo been started. In ordei to cover 
ns wide a inngo as possil)Ie of tho types of cotton wdnch an* usetl m Indian Mills the 
following lUieo cottons have heeu Peleeted (or these expcinnents : llcrais ropiv^-enting 
short plaplo, Dhamir-Ainerican ropreseuling inedium slahle, .and A. R. Kampala 
leiuc'cnting long slnjile. Tho work is in progrc"**. 

IT. !u:si:Mt('ii LAnoHATony. 

Fibre TcMing Sertion. — This scclioii has Ihsui kejU fully occupied with the detennina. 
lion of Iho tlhro properties of tho nuitino samples received for spinning tests, and witli 
tho tests on the largo number of samples reieived speeilieally for fibre tests which me 
mentioned below*. A number ot additional tc'^ts on some of the cottons which gnvts 
anomalous results (luring tho year uriMibo being made With a view to find out jf tliei^c 
anomalies can ho oxjdained in terms of propcriies other than those wliicb arc ordinarily 
dclennincd. Tlic«e tests an* still in progrev**. 

Special fibre — Ubiially a small number of snmjdc', arc received ^jiceially fui fibre 

Ic'ils but during tho TMUonths under review there has been very eonsiderahle iiuTCasc 
in tho number of sueb samples. Thi*' incicaso is mainly duo to tho v jg<jrous selection work 
going on at Varbhnni, llyderalmd'lVecan, which contributed no le^xs than 52 smnjdes, 
each representing a ilistincl strain. Owing to the ]*ri ‘-■'Un* of w ork it was fimnd po'-sible 
to ti'st only 19 of the^o samples, 

Mr. Ilari Itao in addition to sujvervising the routine work of the Sottiun has (t>n. 
tvnued Kvs o\)H'riments on tho study of tho cfiect of torsion on the lengtli and strength 
ot a cotton fibre. 

Vhpsics Section, 

Mr. Kap'idin in c*>n]unctinu with ^tr. U. F. Kichardsnii, spinning Master, is n«w 
engaged on tbo '-tudv of tho ofioet of different v.vrd settiugK ot\ the quality of the yam (<. 
which relcn'mo has alrt'adv been made. The work involve- the d( termination *d the 
tihn'*priq)crtics of the difTcreiU card wadi s, „( the regularit v of tlie < ard s!i\ er and of tlu- 
proix:rli(»s ot tho yam ppun for a large number td •'ampler given by tie* 3 different cotton?. 
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Mr. KoM is carryiitg <m Itis investigation on Uio difforoucos in fibro-Iength» fibrp- 
\v'cight porinch, and fibrc-strongtli between fibre? extracted from the base and the apex 
of a seed. Ho ha? now nearly completed six cottons and his resnUs liavo sho^Vn that in 
tho case of some cottons at least largo difforcnces may exist in the properties of fibres 
removed from tho ba«o mid those icmovcd from tho apex. Apart from its practical 
bearing tho results derived so far aro of first class importance from tho point of vioW of 
tho development and stnictnro of tho fibre. Mr, Koslml is non* undertaking a fe%r more 
roltons in order to sco if these differences bavo any relationship with tho botanical 
Hpccies or scnhonal variation of tho cottons. 

Mr. Srhmgdbhushann is oarrjdng on bis investigation on similar lines on tho differences 
which havo been found to ovist in rigiditj', ribbon-width and number of convolutions of 
fibres taken from the base and tho apex of a seed. Tliis work is supplementary to that 
of Mr. K<ishnl and wlicn tho two aro completed it is hoped that tho results u*ill tlirow a 
great deni of light on tho stnicturc of tho cotton fibre and its development >rith lespcct 
to tho part of tho seed on which it grows. 

Chcmhtrt/ Section. 

Mr. Sen has devoted part of his time in completing tho work on tho moisture content 
of the bales of cotton pressed under known conditions of humidity and temperature. Ho 
has» in addition, determined the ash and wax content of the fibres from tho base and apex 
of tho seed for two cottons. His results bavo showii that whereas tho wax-content of 
tho apical fibres is greater than that of the basal fibres, the reverfco is tho cabo u*itU tho 
ash-content. < This result has thrown open the possibility that this difference in the che- 
mical constitution of the fibres is dno to a difference in the constitution of tho different 
parts of tho seed. Ho is accordingly engaged in determining tho wax-content and tlie 
ash-content of tho two halves of the cotton seed. 

Mr. Sen has fiirthcrinme undertaken an oxtoiibioii of tho work on the spontaneous 
combubtion of cotton which uas done at the Laboratory some time ago. Tho plan of 
tho Work has been modified vith a view to bring it more into line with the conditionb a*’ 
tiiey actually prevail in tho Bomba3" godourns. Small sample bales of cotton, dry, 
humid and damp, have been speuall^^ prepared for this puriiosc. Sonic of these bales 
contain half a per cent, of gunnj' bag or ImU a per cent, of unsaturated oils. Half of llieso 
bales ■will be kept in small pigeon holes made of whe-gauzc inside a room and the othei 
half out in the oiien under the direct action of the sun. TUc"© two cases represent tho 
conditions prevailing in tho godoiviib and the jaihas. A continuouh record of miniiuuin 
and maximum temjieraturo ni the two places will be maintained. 

Mr. C. Xonjnndmjyd is continuing lus Woik on a studj’ of variutiun in iibio strength 
with tho lengtli-giad© of the cotton fibre. Ho has now completed 4 cottons and is 
extending studies to othei cotton’?. His icsuUs have shown that for all lotlons as 
the length of the fibre increases its virength progrchsivelj’ diminishos. Although fibre- 
fetrength docs not plaj” so important a part in determining tho spuming value of a cotton 
AS fibre-length, yet m the selection of Minilar btrains tho ctucstion maj' arise as to hon 
far it IB justifiable to sacrifice btrength for the sake of hbrc-length. In furnishing an 
ansNVer to this (inestion ^Ir. Nanjundayya’s lesuUs when completed will bo extremely 
useful. He lias further found that in the ca*«e of some cottons at least the interesting 
relationship holds tliat fora fatrh' wide range tho product of fibre-strength and fibre- 
length 18 a constant. Thisjelationbhiii has an important bearing upon tho sti*uclurc of 
the cotton fibre as it shows that the fibre is much more uiiifonii along its length than is 
generally supposed. Ho is pushmg his investigation to see whether this relationship is 
confined to certain botanical species or n hether it is valid for all cottons. 


MtcrobCopy Section . — 

ilfr. Gufaft has been engaged during the period under review in studying the effect of 
maturity of cotton fibre on its noppine'?*?. He spent part of tho time in improving tho 
tcolinique of the method *»o that the number of doubtful fibres should become too simvU 
to be of any importance. Mr. Gulati is noW engaged in i e-examining, with the improved 
method, the two dozen cottoub bclectcd for tlub jiurpo'-e. It is proposed to BUpplcincnt 
tliis Work by making spinmng tests on saw-giimed and lollor-ginncd samples of tlio same 
cottons. Tho gins for this purpobo havo already’ been acquired by tho laboratory and 
the tests uiU bo made when the cottons of the next season arc available.

Subject 19 . — Agricultural Research — Report of Ike Agricultural Research ' 
Snb-Commiilee. 

The Sub-Comraittco considered interim Progress Reports on the following Bcliomes 
which commenced work during the year : — 

(1) Surat Boll-worm Propaganda Scheme, 

. (2) Madras Pemiihcres and Physiological Research Scheme, 

(3) Khandosh (Banilla) Cotton Seed Distribution Scheme, 

(4) Erection of a Ginnery at Lyallpur, 

(5) Sind Seed Distribution Scheme. 

These reports were called for to keep the Sub-Committeo in close touch with develop 
ments since the schemes commenced. A full report on each will be considered at the 
July meeting. The reports wore approved. 

2. The Suh-Oommittee considered a letter received from the Director of Agriculture, 
Madras, regarding an extension of one year to the scholarship period of two years given 
to Mr. T. R. Narayana Iyer who is now under training at Cambridge in Plant Physiology 
Xmior to bis taking up tho post of Physiologist under tho Madras Pomphorcs and Physio- 
logical Scheme. The Sub-Committee considered an extension should bo given provided 
Jfr. Iyer’s progress is satisfactoiy during tho two years of his scholarsliip. It also 
suggests that 5Ir. Ivor should utilise his long vacations to study on tho East Mailing Bruit 
Station the physiological work being carried out there. 

3. Tho Sub-Committee approved of tho proposal of tho Director of Agriculture, 
Punjab, to create permanent posts of Assistant Physiologist and Microscopist (combined) 
and ono Laboratory Attendant for six months yearly for four years under tho Punjab 
Botanieal Research Scheme. Provision for these posts exists in tho Budget and tho 
appointments do not therefore entail an extra grant from the Committee. 

4. The Agricultural Research Sub-Committeo decided at its last meeting that the 
final decision regarding the Dhanvar Cotton Wilt Research Scheme should bo postponed 
until the present mooting. Tho Sub-Committeo went carefully into tho report submitted 
to the last meeting and decided that the schemo, as such, should close down at the end 
of the present cotton season. Tho Sub-Committcc also recommends tliat tho worlc of 
writing up for publication tho results of the research should bo undertaken by the Senior 
Officer in charge of the schemo and that a detailed study of them should bo undertaken 
at tho next meeting of the Sub-Committee. Tho Sub-Committee recommends that a 
sum of Rs. 2,000 for working expenses for tho period April and May 1932 and a fur- 
ther Rs. 4,000 for writing up the results should bo earmarked for this schemo from the 
amount provisionally provided.in the Budget. 

5. The Sub-Committeo considered and approved final reports submitted by Mr. R. 
N. Gidwani, Research Student, Bombay Presidency, and Sir. Srinagabhushana, Research 
Student, Teclmological Laboratory. 

0. Tho Sub-Committeo approved of the programme of work drawn up for the following 
research students : — 

Mr. Bhola Nath, Research Student in Plant Breeding, Indore. 

Jfr. K. R. Dube, Research Student in Economics and Marketing, Njigpur. 

It was also decided that Professor Badlm Kamal hlukorji of Lucknow University 
bliould bo asked to revise the programme of work submitted by him for Jlr. Brajendra 
Nath Bhargava Research -Studout in Cotton Jlarketing and Economics. Tho Director 
of Agriculture, Bombay also agreed to draw up a fresh and simplified programme of work 
for Mr. B. S Sheslmiri, Research Student in Economics and Marketing, Surat. 






IG. At' tlio 1930 monsoon ineoting of tlio Agricultural Research Sub-Coramittoc, tin 
Director of Agriculture, Bombay, was asked to put up proposals for an extensive campaign 
of clean-up measures to eliminate the Kari.as Boll-worm in the Surat area. Owinj 
to the political situation in Gujerat, Mr. Main had to modify his original scheme and the 
Committee sanctioned funds for active propaganda in the area during the present ycai 
preparatorj’ to larmching the clean-up scheme. Mr. Main placed before the meeting o) 
the Sub-Committee lus proposals to give effect to the Committee’s intention convoyed 
above. These were carefully considered and the Sub-Committee recommends that tlu 
estimated not cost amounting to Rs. 31,010 should be sanctioned. It also recommondi 
that a further sum of Rs. 20,000 should be placed at the disposal of the Director of Agri 
culture to bo used by him in case of necessity for direct action for the cleaning up ol 
Cotton stubbles in neglected fields. The scheme consists in getting cultivators to uprool 
and destroy all cotton sticks over an area of about 480 sq. miles so as to prevent tht 
carry over of the boll-worm from season to season. 

17. The last meeting of the Sub-Committee recommended that the Director of Agri- 
culture, Bombay, should, in consultation rvith ids Government, put up fresh proposal! 
to the Central Cotton Committee regarding the co-ordination of cotton research in the 
Bomhay Presidency as the previous terms offered had failed to attract a suitahlc officer. 
Mr. Sfain’s now proposals were considered by the Sub-Committee which recommends 
that they be accepted. They are that the salary should bo Rs. 1,100-50-1,300 basic pay 
and overseas pay of £30 per mensem, the latter to be given in the event of an officer ol 
non-Indian Domicile being appointed ; the appointment to bo for five years with no 
commitments tboreaftor. The selection of the officer will be entrusted to tlio Committee 
as required by Rule 9 (1) (u) of the Cotton Cess Rules. 

18. Three now cotton breeding schemes for Bombay Presidency wore placed by the 
Director of Agriculture befor^thc last meeting of tlio Sub-Committee which recommended 
that "as the success of these schemes will depend to a considerahlo extent on the super. 
vision given, the sanction of tlio Central Cotton Committee slionld ho withhold until a 
Co-ordinating Botanist for Bombay Presidency is appointed.” The Sub-Committoc 
considered at this meeting a letter from the Director of Agriculture, Bombay Presidency, 
asking that the schemes sliould bo re-considered in view of tlie urgency of the Work and 
the fact that the appointment of a Botanist u as doubtful. In view of its recommend- 
ation on the subject of a Co-ordinating Botanist for Bomhay Presidency given above, tht 
Sub-Committeo now recommends that the Central Cotton Committee should fmance llit 
follnning two Cotton Breeding fichemes in the Bombay Pre.sidency for five years at 
a yearly estimated cost of Bs- 13,000 for the Broacli Tract and Rs. 7,000 for the Jalgaon 
Tract, the Government of Bombay supplying tlie officer in the latter case. Tht 
intention of tlie first schome is to produce a wilt re.sistant cotton of high ginning percent- 
ago and good fibre lor the newly coiistituted Norbudda-Mahi protected zone under the 
Cotton Transport Act. In the .lalganu Tract, the object is to procure by breeding » 
high-yieidiiig wilt-re.sistant, good spinning .cotton to replace Eanilla. 


19. Tlie Sub-Committee also considered a scheme submitted by the United Provinces 
Government asking for a grant of Rs. 12,G60 spread over a period of two years to provide 
the necessary staff to undertake an investigation into the cost of growing and marketing 
cotton in the United Provinces. The Sub-Committee is of opinion that as tlio question 
of investigating costings of cotton growing is under discussion between the Centra! 
Cotton Committee and the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, consideration oi 
this scheme should he deferred until a decision is arrived at. 

20. Tlio Director of Agriculture, Baroda State, submitted proposals for the enter- 
tainment of staff to give a thorough test to 1027 A. L. P. and lA in Navsari District 
wliicli Were estimated at Bs. 1,700. Tlie Sub-Coimnitteo approved of the principle 
underlying his qiroposals hut considered they Wore inadequate considering the import- 
ance of the Work to he done and recommends that the Committee should pay the salarj' 
of a good Agricultural Assistant and the necessary contingencies, details of which should 
be Bubiuittod for sanction to t-ho Standing Finance Suh-Commit-tec. 

21. 'Ilio Suh-Committco received for considoratimi from tiic United Pro\-inco8 
Government proposals for the extension of the results of the United Provinces Pink 
Boll-worm investigation, which entail new expeuditnre of Rs. 3,35,000 over a period of 
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rotniary 1923, it waa rc'iolvod that “a rccurrinR "rnnt-in-nid for five years and a nnn- 
rccurring grant for Capital Hxpcnditmo ehmild he given for the o^tahlishincnt of an 
Institute at Indore for cotton research. The Institute shniild ho cstahlished csscnliallv 
for research rvorlc on cotton and all other investigations shonld lie entirely suhsidmrv”. 
Tlie grants sanctioned vere Rs. 1,00,000 in the first year and Rs. .10,000 in tho second year 
for Capital Ev]icnditnre and for working e-vpenscs Rs. 80,000 in tho first ycai 'and 
Rs. 70,000 in the second and third years. In tho words of tho report “from'tlio third 
year, tho receipts of tho Institute will he appieciahlo and tho Suh-Coininittcn consider 
that all such receipts should ho utilired hy the Institute for its mnintenanco. Tliis would 
enable the amount of tho Central Cotton Coinnuttee’s contrilmtion to be reconsidered 
at tho end of three years.” This sum of Rs. 80,000 per annum uas subscipiently raised 
to Rs. 1 lahli because the Government of India declined to naive tho leave and pension 
contributions of Jfr. and JIrs. Howard ami hocauso tsvo Indian States at the last moment 
refused to boeoino contributors. In ndditinn to tho oiiginal grant of Rs. 2 lal.lis for 
Capital Expenditure, tho Coniniittec piovided an extra sum of Rs. 33,333 in January 
1927 for tho completion of roads and huilding.. on the I'ann. Tho balaneo of tho recurring 
grant for four years totalling a sum of Rs. .30,203 was also transferred to the Capital 
grant. At tho December 1927 meeting, the recurring grant for 1928 29 was increased 
to Rs. 1,30,000 and for subsequent yearstoRs. Rl.'i.OOO which is tho Committcc’R present 
contribution. Tho cost of tho Institute to the Committee from tho date of its inception 
to the end of Itarch of this jear therefore amounts to : —

The aim of tho Indore Institute (as regards cotton investigations) is to provide a 
centre of research for the black soil tracts. At this centre any problems suggested, 
either by the Central Cotton Cominittce or bj other workois in India can be taken up. 
A special effort will bo made to create a good liliiarj’ dealing with the various aspects 
of cotton production for tho use not onlj of workers at the Institute itself but also 
of other investigators on cotton in India. 

IViiilo tho Institute will alw.ajs bo prepared to consider any iiBofiil suggestions as 
regards problems to ho iiixcstigated, the following preliininnrx proginmmo is put 
forward. This falls into frnir paits 


la) BOTANICAL SURVEY . — -Up to the piesont, littlo or no attomiit has been 
made in India* to isolate, classify and stiidj the unit species which form the fraraewoik 
of tho various species and xarioties of cotton found on tho black soils. It is true that 
the Indien cottons have been classified and surveyed from the point of view of 
systematic botany, but this is entirely inadequato for modern work as by this method 
cottons of very different agricultural value arc not distinguished. The work needs 
to bo carried much furthci and nothing short of the isolation and study of the unit 
species will meet tho case. This work has a diiect practical bcaiing. H will, in all 
nrobabilitv, lead to tho isolation of useful types tor distiibiition. It will also provide 
material for tho plant breeder and for critical work on the pins.ology and agronomy of 
cotton. 

(6) PL. ANT BREEDINO.—Ywo mam practical problems will be taken up at 

11) tlie creation, cstal^Uslimcnt and maintenance of an island of long staple 
cotton on the Jfalua plateau. The tjqies isolated wal be available for 
other areas in India and the eiop will enable a grade of improxed cotton 
to be established for the mills and for tho shippers j 
(2) the improvement of tho fibre of tho hardy Boseum typo which is in all other 
respects, admirably suited for the low-lymg areas of Central India.

In the solution o£ those questions the inhoritanco of characters will have to he 
studied. Tho results will apply not only locally hut will also ho of genera! interest. 

(c) THE PHYSIOLOGY OF THE COTTON CHOP.— In order to increase pro- 
duction something more than improved varieties is needed. Tho now varieties must 
he provided with snitahlo conditions for growth. To diseover those the phj-siology of 
tho cotton plant must ho studied and the factors which now limit production must he 
dotermined. This involves tho study of root development, tho relations of tho root 
.sj-stem to the soil typo and tho infinenco of factors such ns soil moisture, soil aeration 
and drainage, soil tc.xturo and soil temperature on growth. Included in these studies 
is the discovery of factors whiclr produce tho shedding of huds, flowers and bolls. 
During tho course of these physiological studies, tho general nutrition of tho cotton 
plant will ho considered and how far tho yield can ho improved hj' manuring and other 
methods of soil treatment. 

(d) THE INFLUENCE OF ENVIEONMBNTAL FACTORS ON THE LINT 
CHARACTERS . — Modern industries demand a uniform product. Once this is 
obtained tho purchase of raw' material as well ns the details of nianufacture are simpli- 
fied. In tho case of cotton, any tract which can produce uniform lint will rapidly 
establish its reputation in tho trade. It is well Icnown, however, that the cotton fibre 
niters in character according to the soil on which it grows and to some extent according 
to tho .season. Further work is desirable on this matter with tho object of discovering 
wliat factors bring about tliose changes, which varieties are most easily affected and 
whether any practical remedies exist for improving tho uniformity of tho fibre of the 
.same cotton. This portion of tho work is of direct bearing on tho question of the 
inaintonnnce of grades of cotton for tho highest class of spinning in this country.” 

5. In his report, Dr. Keen states that tho problems attooked to-date have centred 
round some actual agricultural operation or process though some of the work fell into the 
scientiflo rothor than the practical sphere e.g., plant breeding and physiological studies 
of cotton. Ho also gives it as his opinion that tho Institute must continue as a de- 
monstration and extension centre and that there should he no idea of initiating funda- 
mental research there. 

0. There mity ho a certain amount of confusion regarding tho interpretation of the 
word ‘fundamental’ when applied to ‘research.’ I interpret tho Committee’s idea of 
“fundamental research on cotton” as investigations and experiments carried out to give 
us a thorough and complete knowledge of tho Indian cotton plant — physiological, 
ecological, genctical etc. — and any other problems concerning cotton which can best he 
tackled at a central institute. In fact, the Committee’s interpretation of ‘fundamental 
research’ was conveyed in tho programme of work sanctioned in 1923 tor the Indore 
Institute. Dr. Keen apparently does not wish even this work to he attempted for he 
says tho Institute should continue as a demonstration and extension centre — not even an 
experimental centre — and tho scientific stall should he analyists and routine Workoas 
rather than research specialists. 

7. The Committee has first to decide whether it wishes the Indore Institute to he 
merely a demonstration and extension centre or whothor it should carry out research 
work. 

(2) If tho latter, is tho Committee satisfied with tho programme of work laid dorni 
in, 1923 1 If not, what alterations should be made in it 2 

8. Tho Board of Governors of tho Institute will meet at Indore in January and the 
Committee’s views will be considered at that meeting. H it is decided that fundamental 
research work should bo carried out, Mr. Jackson will have to overhaul his present staff 
and decide whether they are capable of carrying on tho Work under tho now conditions. 
Extra staff will probably be necessary but this is a matter with which tho Board of 
Governors must deal. 

9. In conclusion, I would suggest that tho amount of tho Committee’s contribution 
to tho Institute should bo reviewed at next Jiilyls meeting when tho Director has 
formulated his plans for staff and equi}>mcnt.

0. IVe snn< tinned (ho utilisation by tho Ilntomoloirfat to Govcmmtnt of tho balance 
amounting to Ba, 2,020.15 2 under tho United Provinces Ilntomolopical Scheme for the 
jiiirpoae of demonstration or for furtiicr experiments and for dismantling tho machinery 
on the eomplotion of tlio work. 

10. We decided to reeommend to all Directors of .\criciiltiire and tlioso responsible 
for tlio eondiut of the Committee’s Beseareli Schemes tlmt wo should follow the lead 
given by tiie rioxenimint of India in the matter of a cut in the salaries of its servants. 
Wo diei'ded on this flip hicaimo tho Committee is a .Soim-Govornmcnt body in charge 
of Trust Pimds and liecaimo wo considered it unfair that some of tho Committco's 
servants, via., those lent by I-ocal Governments, alimild siifTer tho cut wlulc others 
should not. Wo also consider (tint tho aamo principle should applj- to those of our 
servants working in Indian States even though no cut has boon made there. Tins is 
in ordor to ensure uniformity tliroughoiit. 

11. Wo considered a letter received through tho Government of India from a non- 
otTicinl raemhor asking for a revision of tho halting allowance pormissiblo toraembors 
when attending meetings of the Committee and wo decided not to suggest any alterations 
in tho existing rules. 

12. Wo decided to recommend to tho Government of India that tiio probationary 
period of Mr. Kama Ilcddi, tlio Deputy Sccrotaiy, should bo oitonded for a period of six 
months ns during tho year ho xvas absent on leave and on deputation for a period of 
seven months 

13. Wo considered a letter from tho Director of Agriculture, Punjab, nsldng for tho 
provision of Mukkadaras for tho two Research Scholars employed on Economics and 
Marketing Enquiries, but decided that there should ho no change in the Committee’s 
policy in tiiis respect and tho request was refused. 

14. Wo also considered a request from tho Registrar of Co operative Societies. Central 
Provinces asking tho Committee to invest some of its funds in tho Central Provinces 
Provincial Co-operative Dank, but were compelled to refuse tho request as even the 
Govommont of India it«clf liad no power, without obtaining the permission of the Lems- 
lativo Assembly, to extend tho list of Banks m which Trust Funds can bo invested. ° 

15. Wo agreed to fix tho s.alary of tho Botanist for tho Punjab Botanical Research 
Schemo, sanction for which was accorded at the last mooting of tho Committee, at 
Rs. 1,100 30-1, 300 basic pay and ox'crse.as pay at £30 p.m., tho latter to ho given if tho 
candidate selected is of non-Asiatic domicile. 

10. Wo recommend that Messrs. S. B. Billimona & Co , be reappointed auditors for 
the Committee’s accounts for the year 1932-33 at a remuneration of Rs. 1,000 per year. 

17. B'o sanctioned for tho Tcclmological Laboratory expenditure amounting to 
Rs. 1,030 12 0 for two hand gins and for a 1 H. P. motor for the Platt Bros. Ring Frame 
presented to tho Laboratory by Sfessrs. Xowrosji Wadia &, Sons to bo met from tho ba- 
lance under tho Capital grant for tho Technological Laboratory. 

18. Tho Committee’s representatives on tho Governing Body of tho Indore Institute 
referred to the Standing h manco Sub Committee .a letter received from tho Director, 
Institute of Plant Industry, Indore, asking for tho wtihsation of Rs. 40,000 lying in 
balance in the Institute’s current account towards tho construction of quarters for tho 
staff. Up to date free quarters for tho staff were provided in tho Tliuggi Jail, hnt those 
are now required by the State. Wo decided to recommend to tho Board of Governors 
that an investigation should bo made into the estimate of cost winch appeared to he high 
and in the event of quarters being constructed rent at tho rate of 10% of tho occupants’ 
salarj should be recovered from them.

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APPEIJDIX XIX. 

Subject 23. — Scpresaitation of Stnd cotion growers on the Indian 
Central Cotion Committee. 

Secretary’s note. 

The follo'u’iug letter from tlio CJiicf Agricultural Officer, Sind, is for consideration : — 

*‘Copy of letter No. 351-A, dated the 24tli Noromter 1931, from the Chief Agricultural 
Officer in Sind, Karachi, to the Secretary*, Indian Central Cotton Committee, 
Bombay. 


I have the honour to state that, at tho meeting of the Advisory Committee, Lloyd 
Barrage, held on 18th October, 1931, a resolution Vas passed to the effect that au 
additional member, representing tho cotton grovors of Sind, should bo added to the 
membershixr of tho Indian Central Cotton Committee. Under Section 4 (rite) of tho 
Indian Cotton Cess Act of 1923, tv*o persons representing the cotton groiring jiidustry 
can be nominated to the Central Cotton Committee by each of the Local Governments 
of Sladras, Bombay, tho United Provinces, the Punjab and the Central Provinces. It 
is a fact that, under this Section 4 (tnti), the Bombay Government have, in tho past, 
nominated a cotton grover of Sind as one of the tv'o cotton growers’ representatives 
from the Bombay Presidency but, in view of the great importance of the cotton growing 
industry in Sind and the enormous development of cotton cultivation anticipated 
after the establishment of perennial irrigation under the Lloyd Barrage and Canal 
Systems, it is most desirable that the cotton growers of Sind should have statutorj’’ and 
permanent representation on the Indian Central Cotton Committee. Accordingly, I 
have the honour to reciucst that this letter be placed before the forthcoming meeting 
of the Committee in December, 1931, and a resolution moved to the effect that the 
Government of India bo requested to so amend Section 4 (riti) of the Indian Cotton 
Cess Act as to include a representative of tho cotton growers of Sind, nominated by 
tho Commissioner in Sind, on tho Indian Central Cotton Committee.” 


Before the appointment in April 1929 of Rao Sahob 0. S, Shirahatti as one of the two 
cotton growers’ representatives for Bombay Presidency, one post had always been filled 
by a member from Sind under Section 4 {viii) of the Indian Cotton Cess Act. 

Up to March 1929, one appointment under Section 4 (xi) (additional member) was 
filled by the Deputy Director of Agriculture, Gujerat, Surat, but on the termination of 
his office in March 1929, the post was hold by an Agricultural Officer from Sind viz. 
l^Ir. K. I. Thadani, followed by Jlr. W. J. Jenkins. Sind has thus alwaj^s been 
represented either by an official or by a non-official. 

Tho Sind growers should, I consider, bo represented on the Committee and it is for 
consideration whether it would not bo better to recommend that one of the two posts 
•earmarked for Bombay Presidency should be reser\’’ed for Sind instead of adding to the 
number of members.

Tho comparison of the Press Returns with Government Forecasts has always in tho 
past been done at tho July meeting but at tho request of the Director of Agriculture, 
Bombay Presidenc 3 % this item will, in future, be included in the cold weather Agenda. 

Tho attached note and statement analyse the figures for tho 1930-31 season, and they 
provided to help tho officers responsible for framing Government Forecasts to lay 
their finger on the discrepancies which occur between the two sots of figures. The latest 
published figures of the Rail-home Trade Returns are for the month of July and until 
the figures for August are available these statistics cannot be used to aid in this com- 
parison.

The figures of area reported for 
tho Final Cotton Forecast in April 1931 nro horrever nearly confirmed by the F\ib?c- 
quent data recoiTod in July 1031 in connection rcjtU the Season and Crop Report at 
which timo actual and not estimated areas are communicated. Thu? tho foreca‘=t area 
890,000 acres (col. 2) is short of the Season and Crop Report area of 927,000 acre? (col. 01 
})V only 28,000 acres or less than three per cent, and considering that the fnrrc.T't .area? 
arc estimates in many cases, we must admit that in this case the area figures reported for 
tho forecast are voiy* fairly accurate. 

Tho anna valuation Worke<l out for the Gujarat Division as a whole from that re^x^rted 
at tho timo of tho Final Forecast from tho various districts in the din«ioii is 7.3 (col. 3) 
and this compares very favourably with tho anna v.aluat ion worke<l out similarly frcni 
tho figtircs reported for tho Season and Crop Report, viz. 7.3 (col. 7). 

As the area fi£niros are fairly accurate as remarked above and as the forecasted outturn 
is considerably l)eloW the pre^s figure it would apjK*ar tJut the anna valuations reported 
both for the Final Cotton Foreca^jt and the Soa^^un and Crop Report Were unduly htgln 
This is not, however, the ca«o. For. wc liave to remember tliat the Rritbh Districts of 
Gnjarat are a'ery closely intcrlneetl with Indian States and henre have a true picture 
of tho position it is necessary to con'?ider the ficnres in the ndjoininc States side hy sidt' 
with those of the British Districts. IMien this is done we liave tho follou'ing p(*«itien

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Tlio forecasted outturn of 289,230 bales (col. 5) is sbort of tho ijuantitr actually 
pressed, riz., 321,559 bales (col. 9) by some 32,329 bales (col. 10). So for os tbo area is 
concerned, tlio figures arc os ncourato ns can bo, os •vrlll bo seen from tho fact that tho 
area reported for tho final cotton forecast In April 1031 of 1,210,000 acres (col. 2) is 
fxadhj confirmed by tho nren reported Eubsconcntly for tho season and crop report which 
is also tho same — 1,210,000 acres (col. G). Tho area factor is thus not responsible for tho 
difiorencc. It vCould honoo appear that the anna valuation reported for tho final cotton 
forecast, tChlcU for tho block ns a whole works out to 10.2 from tho figures reported for 
the various districts in tho block, was on nndercstimnto. But rather than assuming tho 
anna valuation ns nn underestimate it seems more than probable that tho difiercnco is 
duo to tho good deal of cotton which comes into tho block for pressing from the adjoining 
territory of Central India and tho iJizam’s Dominions, and which has ritised tho press 
figure. 

As stntodin tho beginning of this note, the rnil-borno trade figures do not giro separately 
the amount of loose cotton that comes in for pressing and as such it is not possible to 
make nn estimate of this amount, although it must bo considerablo. 

If we make allowance for this factor, then tho forecast in this Block would appear to be 
very nearlj- accurate. 
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The forocaitod outturn of C^iC'dt bald (col. S) is iiigbcr tJmn tlie omoiint nrtunllj' 
■Iirisscd, vir., r>0, 383 bales (col. P) by 9,241 bales (col. 10). The nreo reported /or fho 
liiml cotton lorccast in .^pril 1031, vir., 599,379 ncrcs (col. 2) is very nearly the fame as 
(hat reported subscrinently in July for (lio Ses'on nnd Crop Heport, vir., (il.7,325 ncrcs. 
Tlio difference betvrcen the tn'o l«^ing only of some 10,000 ncrcs which seorij out to 
between two nnd three per cent, only need not be considered. Hence, the differeneo 
lietween the /ori-ejistod outturn nnd the press figure may be due to the nnnn valuation 
factor and this appears to l>o actually the c.s«e. Thus, while in tho districts of Ahmcd- 
itngar and Sliolapur tho ouUnm wnri.ed out from tho area nnd anna valuation 
rci)orto<f for the final cotton forecast is a'ery nearly tho same, viz., 18,000 hales (13,350 
for Ahmednagnr +4,21 1 for Sholnjmr in cof. 5), as that worked out from tho area and 
•anna valuation reported subsequently for the Soa=on nnd Crop Report, viz., 19,000 bales 
(1.5,098 for Alimcdnnpar and 3,821 for Sholapiir in col. 8). The case is differentin 
iiijapur District. Here, tho forecasted outturn eol. 5) is 51,030 bales against tho out- 
turn arrived at, at the time of the Stnsoii nnd Crop Report, viz., 44,043 bales (col. S) or 
an excess of 7,000 bales which very nearly exphains the difference of 9,000 hales hetween 
the foreeaslotl onttum nnd the amount pre->'cd in tho block. This cicc's of some 7,000 
bales in outturn in tho case of (lie Bijnpur District is due to an anno valuation of C hoing 
reiKirted for tho forecast instead of the 5 annas reported for tho Season nnd Crop Report, 

.\s it is difficult to make any distinction between a 5 anna crop nnd a C anna crop, tho 
Revenno Offieers cannot be in fnimc.'s bhamed for this difference. Perhaps, however, 
the attention of tho Commissioner, .S. D., may bo invited to this point. 
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The forecasted onttum of 122,GG2 bales (col. 5) is higher than the amount actually 
pressed, vh., 110,203 bales (col. 0) by 12,459 bales (ool. 10) and curiously enough Teiy 
nearly the whole, of this diffcroneo is traceable to the DhanCar district. Thus, out of 
the four districts of Poona, Satara, Belgaum and Dharwar included in this Block, the 
forecasted outturn in the first three districts, viz., Poona, Satara and Belgaum, is almost 
exactly equal to the amount pressed in these districts, ns shown below:—

On the other hand, the forecasted outturn of 93,115 bales (col. S) in the DharWar 
district is higher than the amount actually pressed, viz., 80,863 bales (col. 9) in the 
district by 12,252 bales (ool. 10) and all this big difference is wholly due to an area of 
C2,0ob acres being reported more for the Pinal Cotton Forecast (631,290 acres in cbl>.2^ 
than that subsequently reported for the Season and Crop Boport, viz,, 569,654 acres in^‘- "■ 
(col. 6). The anna vlauation reported for the Final Cotton Forecast Was also slightly 
higher, viz., 5.9 in (ool. 3) than that subsequently reported for the Season and Crop 
Report, viz., 5.6 (ool. 7). In other Words, if the area and anno valuation reported for 
the Season and Crop Boport had been reported for the Final Cotton Forecast, the fore- 
casted outturn would hove been 84,356 bales (col. 8) instead of 93,115 bales (ool. 6) fore- 
casted in the Dharwar District. Thus out of a total difference of some 12,000 hales 
(col. 10) heween the forecast estimate (122,602 bales in col. 5) and the press figure (110,203 
bales in col. 9) for the West Deccan Block, a difference of some 9,000 bales is traccnblo 
to the Dharwar District alone. Apart from this there is a good deal of import of loose 
cotton for pressing into the Gadag market in this block and if this is taken into account, 
it would appear that the forecast estimate for the block was higher than the press figure 
by more than 12,000 bales probably due to a higher anna valuation being reported both 
for the forescast and theSeason and Crop Report in the caso of this district. Tho attention ■ 
of the Commissioner, S. D. may be invited to this with a request to ask the Collector, 
Dharwar, to arrange to have more accurate area and anna valuation figures reported to 
this Department for the cotton forecasts, in future. 
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Tho forecasted outturn of 83,831 bales (col. 5) ia sbort of the amount actually pros 5 od» 
viz., 137,705 bales (col. 9) by as much as 53,874 bales (col. 10). Tho area reported for the 
final cotton forecast, viz,, 270,558 bales acres in col. 2 in April 1931 has been nearly con« 
firmed at the time of tho Season and Crop Keport when an area of 281,150 acres was report- 
ed- The difference between tho Final CottonForecast area and thoSeason and Crop Report 
area is thus only of some 5,000 acres which works out to only 2 per cento and so need not 
bo considered. Hence, the discrepancy w*ould appear to be due to tlie anna valuation 
factor. Kow, the anna valuation reported for tho Final Forecast which uorks out to 
7.7 for tho province from the figures reported for tho various districts is tho same as 
that arrived at from tho anna valuation reported for tho various di^itricts at tho time of 
the Season and Crop Report. Tlus means that tho Collectors in Sind considerably under- 
estimated the crop both in April 1931, i.e., at tho time of tho Final CJotton Forecast and 
in July again at the time of the Season and Crop Report. Judging from the press figures, 
the anna valuation should have been 12 instead of 7.7 and if this (12) had been reported 
the outturn would have worked out to some 131,000 bales and this figure would have 
tallied with the press figure of 138,000 hales (col. 9) after making allowance for tho cotton 
that comcsin for pressing in tho Province of Sind from tho adjoining State of Ralmwalpur. 

Perhaps, tho Commissioner in Sind may be requested to consider this point and if 
approved to issue the necessary’ instnicticms to the Collectors in tho province so that an 
unduly low anna valuation ma}' not- bo reported in future. 

On the whole, tho position in the different blocks of tho Prc'Jidency projwr api>cars to 
bo gcnornlly satisfactorj' during the season tinder review. 

(1) Tlio excess of some 40,000 bales or G per cent, in tlio forecast outturn in Gujarat 
and Kathiawar over tlio prc'ss figure is probably duo to inconiplotc figures from tbo 
IFcstom India States Agency. 

(2) Tho undorestimato of some 32,00 bales or by 11 j>cr cent, in the foreco-sted onttimi 
as compared with the press figure in tho North Deccan is probably due to the 
imports of loose cotton for pressing into the bhicK from tlio Central India Agency and 
the Nizam’s Territory. 

(3) Tho excess in tho hirecast estimate over tho pre«s figure of Fome 9,009 bales in 
tho Fast Deccan seems to bo wholly duo to a lugher anna vaUuilum (0) being reiKirted 
for tlio Final Cotton Forecast in tho Rij.spur district, than was pubcequontlv rejit^rtcil 
for the Season and Crop Report, viz., 5. 

(4) In the We^t Dccc.'in, tlio excess in tho forocavtcd outturn over the figure of 
«omo 12,000 b.alcs is thiefiy due to an excess of GO.OOO acres bmng reported for the fore- 
cast from tho Dlianvar district o^cr tho area sub^-cquontly reported for tho Scas*m am! 
Crop Report. 

In Sind, tho forcenvt esliniate is only about twodhirds of the jirc^s figure and thW 
imder-estimale IS prolnhlj due to a lou auim aaUiatum being rej>orted for the forccssl .

Tire results arc, in general, in agreement anth the results obtained by tire corapanson 
qt cotton press returns mth forecasts, the indicated crop in the Punjab, Sind, the Central 
Provinces, the Central India States, Rajputana States and Mysore being more than the 
forecasted crop. Ko conclusions can bo drawi from tlio Bombay figures as it is Known 
that a eonsideiablo quantity of foreign cotton was sent to other hlocks in the Presidency 
from the port of Bombay. There is also some movement of cotton hy sea in country 
boats. 

In the case of Madras tho figures of production indicated in tho statement are not 
comparahlo mth the forecasted crop, as the two seasons are different. 

Production of each major trade blocl. 

A second table shoinng tho position irith regard to tho major trade blooKs, liz , tho 
Provinces and States, is also attached. Prom the point of new of more accurate deter- 
mination of tho production of each major block, this statement is not very u'ofid, as the 
total not ovjiort from a major block is not ncccssaiily the sum of the net cvjiorts from 
each internal trade block in the major block, since the inter block trade foi local con- 
sumption cancel earh other. This statement shows largely at a glance what tho position 
is •mth rcgaid to the whole of India. 

Evports bv sea and variation m stocks or earn over have also been taken into cot 
sidciation, a"s far as known Column 9 is the ascoitained production by this inethot 
In columns 10 and H arc given for compaiison tho croji indica*‘ed by tho press returr 
and loose cotton recen cd in mills, and tho foiecasted crop.* 

Tho inaritimo Provinces of Bombaj, Bengal and Sind show production (column £ 
much higher than tho crop pressed (column 10) Two causes might be cited for tin 
phenomtmon, ii: , reduction in carnovet and moiemcnt of foreign cotton. In tho cas 
of Bombaj, howoici, tho discrepaiicj is too largo to be c\plnined away in this waj 
This requires fiiither invC',ti 2 ;ation. 

Some of the cnccsscs noticed in column 9 over column 10 may also bo duo to tho in 
completeness of loose cotton letiirns

The Dliiiha cotton market is thn fiivt and only market estahlishcd so far under the 
Bombay Cotton Maikcts .\et, 1927. Early in 1928, the Taliikn Development Association, 
Ohiilio, passed a resdiitinn retpic-tiiip the Dlmlia Jhinicipalitj and the District Eoeal 
Binnl to move Ooverinnent to apply the Act to Dhiilin. Tliis was done— both the 
local bodies havint; approached Covernment with a refiiicst for a regulated cotton 
market. The leading trade nieiiibcrs also made repeated rerpiesfs. ’’tIic Bombay 
tloveminont agreed and the Dliulia cotton maiket was duly opened in December 1030. 
It has had nearly a year's successfui working to its credit as will bo seen from the copy 
of tho .\nnual Report irliich is foi information. 


AXXUAE REPORT OF THE DHCLIA COTTOX MARKET FOR THE YEAR 

1830-31. 

IntrolwtioH ■ — For a long time, tho Clovcrnracnt of Bombay h.ad in view the establish 
ment of ,a regulated cotton market to bo ran on lines similar to those in tlio Borars but 
Mitli certain iniprovomcnts. The cotton market Act was accordingly passed m 1927 
and rules theruundor uoio fr.tnied in 1929. In Fobniaiy 1928, tlie Dhiilia Talufca 
Development Association passed a resolution retpicsting local bodies viz., tho District 
laical Board and the Dhulia Municipality to move Govomnieiit to apply the Act to 
Dhulia. The District laical Boanl, West Khandesh, passed a resolution accordingly on 
lUh ,Scpteniber 1928. Tho Dhulia Municipality also followed suit. In addition, tho 
leading trade members, Gidabchand Shot and tho Into Knshinnth Shot showed con- 
hiderablo enthusiasm in making repeated requests for a well organised and regulated 
market for Dhulia. Tho market yard (7 acres and 31 gunthas) was offered at a nominal 
rent and free of altered as-essnicnt for a jieiiod of three years by Mr. Colab.awalla and 
Penkar and the Jlanniad Jlaniitacturing Company. As a result of this ready rcsponio 
from tho local factory owners, niorchaiits, agriculturists and local authorities, Govem- 
nient selected Dhulia as the first place best suited for tho organization and conduct of a 
regulated cotton niarktt. 

It was first intended to commence the operations of tho Act at tho comiiiencement of 
tho season, viz., early in October but owing to delay in the piiblic.ation of tho names of 
tho nierabors of the Coniniitteo — elected ns well as nominated — and in tho decision of 
other questions, the Cominittco could not meet till 30th Septomber 1930.

— In the beginning, the 
Committee expeiienced considerable difficulties A largo section of tho cotton merchants 
though in favour of tho application of tho Act to Dhulia, desired to postpone ^t till the 
ne'^t j’’ear for reasons of trade depression and dislocation of traffic in general duo to mass 
Cml Disobedionco 5Iovomont. Attempts noro made to approach the Collector for its 
postponement and to move tho Dhuba 5Iumcipabty to send a resolution of postponement. 
But as tho Committee had already started its Work and had begun its sittings to frame 
the bye laws, it Was considered undesirable to postpone tho worlang. 

As tho Committee had to start its -work without tho necessaiy funds, Go\ernment was 
approached for a loan of Rs 5,000 To avoid dclaj% Government in their resolution 
<G. R. R. D. No. 374 28, dated oth Novombor 1930) immediately sanctioned an advance 
of Rs 3,000 as part of tho loan. Tho by la%\s had to bo framed as the Committee could 
not function wthout these. In this, the Committee iccoived considerable help from tho 
late Rao Sahob IC. 51. Panar (whose untimely death, the Committee so deeply' mourns). 
These bj^'-laus wore submitted on 13 10 1930 to tho Commissioner, C D., Poona, who 
Mas kind enough to give his immediate sanction. 

It was at first announced that tlio market was to be opened on 27th November 1930, 
at the hands of the Commissioner, C D , Poona. Tins was resented b^' the cotton 
chants and “Haital” was declared. Tho trouble assumed asoiiouSioim paraljsmg tho 
trade for some time, tho maikct being dosed for fi\o dajs, Miser counsels soon pre- 
vailed and tho situation was reconciled by an amicable i

Tlic above docs not roprc'^ont all that ran be deaired. There are Ptill many rlefectR 
and long established abuses wliiclv have yet to be overcome. Disputes an^e as rogardx 
the deductions in rates or allowances t-o he given in eaecs of coUon containing earth, sand 
or moisturo and fonnula is to bo developed and is before tbo consideration of the Oom- 
mitteo for settling those difficult questions. A good deal of improvement is, therefore, 
necessary hefnro the honofits of such a market may well he realised. To efTeelively carrj* 
this out, alterations and modifications in the existing rules and liydaws are aUo neces«ary 
end tile Committco has approaclicd tho authorities concerned for tlio necessary change*?. 
It is hoped that most of tho defects will bo remedied in the coursfi of a year or tuo.

In the working of tho Com- 
mittee ever}' help was given bj’ all the Dfiicew of the Kevenuo and Agricultural Depart- 
ments, Tlie Cammittce is very luueh thankful to the CommiRsioner, C. D., and tho Col- 
lector of West Khandesh, for the prompt nssiKtanco rendered to tho Committco in the 
matter of advance which tho Committee so badlj' needed in its initial stage of working. 
The Committee also feels vorj' grateful to Mi.C. O. JIarathc, Huzur Deputy Collector, 
DhuUa, for the vaUiahlc hel\» rendered by him in tlio framing of the bydaws and in tho 
modifications and amendments to the iiiles and hj’-laws and in guiding the meeting 
proporh’. 

In the conduct and discharge of my uork, I am glad to report that I received tlio 
hearty co-operation of all tho members of tho Committee and especially those of tlio 
Dispute Sub-Committee, \iz., ^ilessrs. Taraporc, Ganpatruo Varadc and Govindrao Palil. 
Among the staff, Iilr. Y. V. Salunkho deserves special mention for tho real and ontliuRiafim 
he put into the work hy daily attending tho factories and by settling tlio disputes on the 
spot.

7. The maiority of the cultivators sell t-hc cotton at the village, both because of tho 
cost and difficulty o! transport and tho trouble and loss involved in selling in an 
unregulated and untamlUar urban market. In tho villnges, disputes about qimlily and 
price are rare. Sale in tho village., further cnahle.s tlie cultivator to defer disposal, *i{ the 
price oHcred appears to be lew'* He cannot do this, once he lakes his cotton to tho 
market or to a distant giiming factory. If an allownnco is mndo for thc.so factors and for 
tho transport and other charge.*?, generally speaking tlie jirice offered in tho villages is 
not unfavourable to tho cultivator. Tho o.stahlishmcnt of well regulated cixttwu markets 
and tho formation of cotton sale societies would, no doulit, remove most of Dio diflicul- 
ties, which the small cultivator experiences at jircsent and help liim to realise a better 
price for his crop. Turthor development in this directitui would, however, rc<iuire 
additional superior staff, for initiating and supervising sucli societie.s, whicli wo cannot 
afford to provide at tho pro’^ont moment, owing to the existing financial stringency.

Rccietnry’s Note. 

^ Tlio following letter and enclosure from the East India Cotton Association was con- 
aidcred at tlio last meeting of the Local Sub*Committec when it was decided to lofcr tho 
subject to the Central Cotton Committee so as to elicit the opinions of members on tlio 
general question of the working of the Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act. 

Severe criticism of tho working of this Act is contained in the report submitted by tho 
Bombay Chamber of Commerce on tho past work and future policy of the Committee, 
and the opinion is expressed that tho Act should be strictly onfoircd or, in the views of 
some luombci’s of the Cliambor, repealed. Before the Government of India amended 
Rule 7 of tlie Rules under tho Act, vhich deals with the method of marking bales, con- 
siderable trouble aiosc in Bombay regatding faulty marking and ccitaln moicbants worn 
tflkiiig advantage of technical infiingemcnls of the Rules to get out of their contracts in 
a falling market. The old rule laid dow'ii a vcr>' meticulous method of marking and tho 
omission of an asterisk on one bale in a tender w’as Ruflioicnt to eavise tho lojrction of tho 
whole tender. The Rule was amended tii 1929 so as to allow (*f any form of marking in 
English characters and figuies provided the marks were clearly decipliorable, and “if tho 
special maik and the serial number are stencilled in ink, they shall be stencilled on Ibo 
lushed side of tho halo.” Tlio East India fVitton .\ssocjalmn idsn alleied their rules 
making possible the rejection of those baUs only wJach were faultily marUd and not tlio 
whole tender. Since this amendment came into fon’c, the Act h.is w'orked smootlily h«i 
far ns the Committee is aware. The question of the use of old hoops has been befoio the 
Committee on pronous occasions, and tho Government of India was requested to amend 
tho Rules so as to prohibit it but tluB request was refused. The amendment of Rule 7 
was eonsideicd to give Trade .\ssoeiationK suflicient latitude to decide whetlier duplicate 
marlo^ on hoops were the icsuU of aeeUlent or design and if old marks weie suflieiently 
deleted, no dilliculty should arise. The use of old lioops is likely to inerea^ie and this 
may become a serious problem in tho future. It is for consideration whether the sten- 
cilling of press marks on tho hcsainn should not l)c made the only method of marking 
baU“<, Hessians are not u‘K‘d a second time to the same extent as hoops and tlic amend- 
ment propo‘?ed above would solve the difficulty. 

If the exi‘*tenco o' duplicate marks on hoops is likely to become a mennee, it proves 
that the marking i f biles is l>eing carried out much more gcnernlly tlmn ccilnin members 
of tlie Trade would lead one to believe. Tlic numli^T of eases of fnuUilv marked bales 
reported to the Committee bv the East India (\itton Association duiing the last jiai 
has been verj* few, thongb, of course, these comprise only bales tendered m fuiniincnt 
of a contract and do not include ‘sik»C cotton.

For jour information I beg to enclose copy of a letter addressed to Mr. A. M H>de, 
Secretary of the Depaitmcnt of Agncultme, Washington, D C , incoiporating a resolu- 
tion adopted by tho International Cotton Committee at its meeting in IViesbaden 
last month. It is state I that the difference in the cost of baling with this new* cotton 
material IS only 1/ per bale more than jute, but the advantages gained by the. us© of 
this form of baling more than counterbalance the additional tost Savings aie effected 
not only in freight hut also in the spinning \aliu» of the cotton. Tho snhago value of 
the tare will, moreoaer, be considerably higher than that of jute tare

national Federation of Mastei Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Associations, Man- 
chester, to Mr. A. M, Hyde, Secretary, Department of Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 

At a recent meeting of the International Cotton Committee held in Wiesbaden, 
Germany, at which represontatu es of practically every cotton spinning nation were 
present, there weie snbmitted samples of the cotton cloth baling oiigmated by the United 
States Departinent^of Agricultural Economics in co operation w ith the Cotton Tei.tilo 
Institute of New Voik From a spinner’s point of view the use of this cotton baling 
material W'ould be very bouohcial in that no juto hbres w’ould become intermixed with 
the cotton, w'hich is ofttimes a serious cause of bad spinning. My Committee theiefoie 
lesppctfnlly but strongly urge that you wiU do all in your power to influence the use of 
this baling inatoiial bj the ginneries in vour country’. 

Tlie following resolution wos unanimou‘'lv adopted, and lias also boon addressed to 
the Oovomniont^, and those concerned in other cotton growing coiintiics: — 

“A satwfactiiry cotton baling maternal having been produced, this Committee stiongly 
appeals to tho Govoinments of tho United States and Egypt to urge the adaption 
i»f tins material for cotton haling in the future ”
